May it please Your Excellency, 

At the date of our last parliamentary report which we had the Introductory. 
honour to submit to your Excellency for the year 1862, on the 
extent of lunacy and the condition of establishments for the 
reception and maintenance of the insane of Ireland, there were 
under our direct supervision 7,862 individuals, of all classes, com- 
prised within the general denomination of lunatic, independent 
of whom there were 8,384 returned to our office by the constabu- 
lary and police as being considered mentally affected, and at large, 
the greater portion under the heads of imbecile and epileptic, 
and for the most part living with their families. Of the accuracy 
of the returns just referred to, we have presumptive evidence in 
the fact, that the names of the parties, their ages, places of resi- 
dence, as well as the supposed character of their affections, were 
afforded us ; but how far they required absolute asylum treatment, 
or in case of its being required how far they had means of their 
own to meet the expenses thereof, no reliable information could 
he given. 

The returns, however, have been so satisfactory that we are 
through them materially assisted in obtaining an insight into the 
total amount of mental disease, in its varied forms, among all 
grades and classes in this country. On the 3Jst December, 1863, 
the insane immediately subject to our inspection and control 
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amounted to, and were thus distributed, both with reference to 
numbers and the general type of their disease —

Notdimimthed. If to the above there be superadded 8,384!, contained in the 
aggregate list supplied to us from the 266 police districts of the 
country, the total reaches the large figure of 16,256, or nearly 
the same as appears to have been the amount at the dose of the 
year 1862. We may here observe, that no very perceptible dimi- 
nution has taken place in the number of the insane in this country 
•within the last ten years, notwithstanding a mai'ked decrease in 
the population at large. On inquiring throughout the provinces 
which, on official inspection, it is our duty frequently to traverse, 
we hear that not only are the infirm of mind and hody left at home 
by their emigrant friends, hut that the insane, the epileptic, and 
debilitated are often sent back to their native country from America, 
as being ill-calculated for social employment or military duties. 
Arrangements Under the 1st and 2nd Geo. IV., cap. 33, and until a recent 
Asylums' 11 ^ ° f date, Asylums for the Insane poor had been erected and established 
^ ' in Ireland exclusively by a Board of Superintendence, which; 

without any inquiry into the opinions of local authorities, exer- 
cised the discretionary powers intrusted to it by the statute ; but, in 
consequence of the repudiation of certain large items of expenditure 
by Grand Juries, and their complaints to the Executive that in ques- 
tions of fiscal' detail they had never been consulted, a commission of 
inquiry was instituted, and the result has been the formation of a 
Commissioners new Board of Control for the establishment of all future Asylums 
of Control, &c. f or y le p 00r 0 f Ireland.. Eour Commissioners were nominated, of 
whom we, the Inspectors, constitute two. To obviate any further 
cause of discontent, the existing Board acts, as far as it con- 
sistently can, in unison with the wishes of local committees 
selected by Grand Juries, on all questions of outlay and architec- 
tural design. W e refer to this circumstance as being productive of 
more delays than would have occurred had the present Board 
acted solely from itself, and thus accounting for, we must confess, 
the too backward state of some, of the new Asylums already 
ordered three years ago in Council, but particularly, in the case 
of the conjoint Monaghan and Cavan district, the local autho- 
rities of which have been urgent to adopt plans which the 
Commissioners regarded as being from their nature peculiarly ex- 
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pensive However, as Grand Juries are best judges and respon- 
sible for the burthens placed by them on county rates, we have 
yielded to their views on many points in order to save farther 

^Two of the projected Asylums — viz., those at Letterkenny and New Asylums. 
Castlebar, will, we anticipate, be occupied by patients within a 
vcar ■ the Institution at Ennis for the county Clare, and the one 
at Enniscorthy for Wexford in eighteen months ; those in Monaghan 
and Down probably not before two years from the present date. 

In the course of the past year, an auxiliary establishment 
was opened at Olomnel, by which 147 lunatics belonging to the 
district have been provided for; but as yet none of the six 
Asylums just referred to liave been finished ; so, until they are 
fit for occupation, no small moiety of the insane poor must con- 
tinue the inmates of prisons and workhouses, or be left to the 
inefficient and uncertain care of their relatives. 

Independently of the Asylums just mentioned— and on the a v ™ oantio „ 
exigency of their erection there cannot exist a doubt — the metro- in Richmond 
pohfem district comprising three counties, viz., Wicklow,. Louth, DUtnct. 
and Dublin, with an aggregate between its rural and civic popu- 
lation of 572,000 souls, is so restricted in point of accommodation, 
that additional and speedy provision is unquestionably needed for 
its insane. For years we have endeavoured to contend against the 
difficulty, but we find it daily becoming greater ; the gaols of the 
• district are crowded with no less than 140 dangerous lunatics ; 
and it is in vain as a definite remedy to remove parties from them 
to the Asylum, their places being at once filled up by committals 
under the Act. . 

As your Excellency is aware, we brought the subject on a late 
occasion under the notice of the Executive, which lost no time 
in communicating the views of Government with reference to it 
to the Grand Juries of Louth, Drogheda, Wicklow, and Dublin. 

The three first named objected to any extension of accommodation 
until such time as the Asylum contained the full, complement oi 
patients apportioned to each of them. This objection at first sight 
may appear plausible, but not so on examination. The exclusion, 
or rather deficiency of - patients (one, too, arising altogether from 
want of room) to fill up their rightful number, at most oi sixty, 
can afford no legitimate argument wby from two to three hundred 
belonging to the district at large — many of them, also, m the gaols 
of Wicklow and Louth— should be deprived of the advantages 
of Asylum treatment ; and even as it is the Richmond or Metro- 
politan Asyl um is overcrowded by about fifty inmates., under any 
circumstances, opposed to an enlargement of this institution, con- 
taining already 680 patients, we would recommend a division o 
the district as being much more advisable than having two ysmo e 
counties attached to it, for distance materially interferes with tlie 
facilities of conveyance, and the t advantages derivable from ms 1 - 
tutions for the insane. This opinion we reproduce from the xoiLo 
ing passage of our report of 1860, and which since then Has 
been corroborated by experience.

locality in which an Asylum is placed benefits more from it tuun t m 
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District which is distant, as at Clonmel, where the patients from the Smith „„ 
Asylums. 6 ; deratly out -nnmber those from the North Riding of the same countv" 
and again, where the district comprises two different counties the one 
m which the Asylum is built, in consequence of a greater facility 0 f 
transmission, has advantages over its more remote partner: for examole 
Clare and Limerick are equal in population ■ the latter has 158 Lunatics’ 
m the Asylum at Limerick; Clare, 118 only, while the city itself with 
not a fourth of the inhabitants of either, has 52. But a still more striking 
case is that of the Armagh District Asylum, which contains 72 patients 
belonging to the county in which it is situated, whilst those from its two 
associated counties, with twice the population, number only 69. The 
relation of these two counties with the institution tends still further to 
strengthen our remarks, for while Monaghan, lying in close proximity is 
represented by 41 inmates, those from Cavan, with a larger area and more 
inhabitants, are confined to 28. Hence, on principle, we think that the 
supply of accommodation should, as a general rule, be based on the sub- ' 
division of existing districts, particularly when embracing extensive areas 
and constituted of different counties.” 

J he f ft 1 ™" in actual °P el ' ation amount to seventeen 

and contained 4,672 patients on the -31st December - the six fo 
process of erection will accommodate 1 ,800, to which if an in 
creased provision for the insane of the Metropolitan District, say 
460 beds, be added, the total accommodation would extend to 6 932 
limatics supported by the public rates— the whole population of the 
country bemg 5, / 98,967 — calculating as hitherto on the average cost 
of maintenance per head per annum alone (exclusive of the interest 
on buildings, fixtures, and the original expense incurred in furni- 
turej, the general charge would be in round numbers <£138 000 
a year, or about five-eighths more than the cost of supporting an 
equal number of ordinary paupers in union workhouses! 

A the i ^ P res ™ re of applications for admission into 
from Asylum, f^rict Asylums, and the almost continual absence of vacancies 
Workhouses, m them for the reception of Lunatics committed to gaol as dan- 
gerous, as well as of cases likely from their recency to benefit by 
judicious treatment, an endeavour has been made by some local 
Boards to arrange with the Guardians of unions to receive into 
their respective workhouses patients belonging to their electoral 
sues, e nature of whose malady afforded no reasonable hope of 
recovery, and whose dispositions were tranquil and conduct inoffen- 
r e ; the greater portion of them being to be found among the 
demented, the epileptic, and imbeciles advanced in years. A few 
Boards of Guardians acceded to the proposition, as at Kilkenny, 
" rd > Loil donderry, Limerick, &c., where a special but still 
, accommodation was provided. Other Boards, and, it must 
e saic , the majority, dissented altogether from it, for two reasons,

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could be very well treated where they were. Whan the auxiliary £•»£ 

Asylum was opened last year at Clonmel, the Governors requested 

the Inspectors to select from poorhouses such cases as they deemed 
proper. We accordingly did so ; but had we transferred all brought 
before us as suitable to be sent to the Asylum, it would have been 
ere this filled with patients such as we have just referred to, and 
a third institution for the county would he required. 

We have not changed in principle, though our views may be 
somewhat modified in the details of its operation ; we are still con- 
vinced that the insane of all denominations should he under special 
control, no matter where located. We think that ample Asylum 
accommodation should be secured for those likely tobenefit thereby, 
or who require a particular supervision, and that such accommoda- 
tion should be so established as to be of easy access, and limited, 
as much as possible, to individual counties. Formerly from four 
to five counties had an Asylum in common, but, according to 
existing arrangements, there will be fourteen counties each with 
a lunatic hospital for itself — viz., Antrim, Armagh, Clare, Cork, 

Donegal, Down, Kerry, Kilkenny, Limerick, Londonderry, Mayo, 

Tipperary, Waterford, Wexford. Twelve counties will have an 
Asylum in common to every two — Carlow and Kildare, at Carlow ; 

Cavan and Monaghan, at Monaghan; Fermanagh and Tyrone, at 
Omagh ; Leitrim and Sligo, at Sligo ; King’s and Queen s, at Mary- 
horo’ ; Roscommon and Galway, at Ballinasloe. The six remaining 
counties have at present but two Asylums between them— Long- 
ford, Meath, and Westmeath, at Mullingar ; Louth, Wicklow, 

Dublin City and County, at Dublin (the Richmond). Subdivid- 

iug the two last-named districts, each with three counties, and District. 

one containing the metropolis, we would detach Wicklow and Louth 

from the Richmond, uniting Meath, severed from Westmeath and 

Longford, to Louth, if unopposed by local authorities ; or as an 

alternative erect two small Asylums, lor Louth and Wicklow. 

Thus a satisfactory settlement for the whole country would be 
effected. 

The enlargement of the Cork District Asylum, now accommo- 
dating 501 patients, was brought under the consideration of the f 0 r cork Dis- 
Government through a memorial to your Excellency from the tnct. 

Board of Guardians of the Cork Union ; on reference to us we 
reported against its feasibility both from the character of the 
building itself, and the natural formation of the site on which it 
stands ; we were still more opposed to it, inasmuch as we consi- 
dered that if any enlarged provision should be made for the insane 
of the county, it ought to be in a locality such as Skibbereen or 
Macroom, more accessible to the wants of the West Riding ; which 
has not hitherto equally participated with the^ east, in the use of 
the present institution. On a strong resolution passed by the 
Board of Guardians of the Asylum, expressive of their opinion 
that no additional accommodation was at present required, your 
Excellency deferred any immediate interference. 

Taking into full and mature deliberation the whole subject, 
as to how the surplus of the chronic, epileptic, and idiotic classes 
not placed in Asylums, and those whose habits and dispositions.

No change in 
the opinions of 
the Inspectors 
on this subject, 
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render them innoxious, should he supported, and -where located ; 
regarding, too, the rapidly decreasing poprdation of this country, 
the heaviness of local taxation, and the comparatively empty state 
of the poorhouses, which at the close of 1863 contained 52,900 
inmates, against 144,000 ten years previously, it may not be 
unworthy your Excellency’s consideration to determine whether, 
in each county, according to its size, two or three poorhouses might 
not he selected in suitable localities for the reception of such indi- 
viduals as have been just mentioned, and their maintenance 
charged, not to electoral districts, but to the unions at large to 
-which they belong. An arrangement such as this would prevent 
the necessity of establishing at farthest more than two new 
Asylums, and tend for the future to disembarrass gaols altogether 
of the detention in them of Lunatics. By an Act passed last 
Session, a somewhat analogous system has been legalized in 
England. As a matter of course, however, due precautions should 
be taken to secure adequate attention to the wants of the insane 
so located, whose management should be under the direct control 
of this office, in which, too, a power should be vested of directing 
the exchange or removal of patients to and from Asylums. 

The truth is, that under the term "insanity” a much wider 
field of mental affections is comprised than was formerly the 
case : peculiarities of disposition, with an excitable temperament, 
or a mind not fully developed, are too frequently regarded as con- 
stituting actual Lunacy ; and though individuals so circumstanced 
may be benefited by care and a common supervision, we do not 
consider they require the expensive machinery of a Lunatic 
Asylum. 

In stating this as our opinion, however, we are not unmindful 
of the claims of the insane poor; and may add, that neither our 
predecessors nor ourselves have ever omitted an opportunity of 
urging- on the proper authorities the establishment of District 
Lunatic Asylums on a scale commensurate with the want of ac- 
commodation. It is no little satisfaction to us, also, to be able to 
state, that through the instrumentality of this department (and 
in many cases, too, under adverse circumstances) orders in Council 
were issued for the erection of thirteen district institutions, thus 
raising the aggregate accommodation to over 6,000 beds for the 
Lunatic poor of Ireland. 

Having thus succinctly informed your Excellency of the state 
and extent of Lunacy in this country, as well as of the progress 
already made and projected with the object of meeting its re- 
quirements, we will now advert to the individual condition of 
each Asylum during the year 1863, noting down the principal 
facts connected with its management, and afterwards make a 
resume of the several workings of the whole. 

As in preceding Reports, bnt more particularly in the ninth and 
eleventh, the history and characteristic features of our various 
district asylums have been fully given, it is needless on the 
present occasion to repeat their details, it may not, however, be 
out of place to remark that, independent of the knowledge which 
we personally acquire at our frequent visits to them, and from 
pontiuued official communications, we are regularly furnished, a? 
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soon as possible after the close of each year, with the proceedings 
or res qestm during the previous one in forty-seven tabular 
returns, and under as many different headings, most of which will 
he found in the Appendix.

The Armagh District Asylum contained 143 patients on the gtatisti( , s _ 
31st of December, 1802, and on the 31st of December last, 146— 
the number being equally divided between males and females. 

The admissions during the year were 32, of whom 27 were 
admitted for the first time, the remainder bemg cases of relapse, 
one having been previously as many as four times in the Asylum. 

The discharges during the year amounted only to 16 ; 12 ot them 
recovered, 3 improved, and 1 removed by Ins friends. The 
mortality was 12, or about 7 per cent, on the average daily 
number under treatment. . ,, 

As in other institutions of this class, the single outnumber the 
married in the proportion of 3 to 1 ; while of the total number 
resident on the 31st of December last, one-fourth only are set 
down as presenting any reasonable prospect of recovery. 

No suicide, nor injury from personal violence or accident occurred 

in the establishment. , ,, 

The attendance of Governors at the monthly meetings of the 
Board was very regular, averaging five members at each. 

This Asylum was officially visited five times m the course ot 
the year ; on each occasion we were enabled to report favour- 
ably on its condition; and we have now the satisfaction ei 
stating that it has not only been enlarged by the addition of' 

40 beds, but materially improved in every respect. A spacious 
refectory has been erected, as well as an infirmary at either side 
of the honse for 12 male and a like number of female patients. 

Two new day-rooms have also been constructed. The supply ox 
water has been increased to meet all requirements ; the kitchen 
remodelled, and a very commodious laundry, with drying closets, 
built from the foundation ; and at the further suggestion ot the 
Inspectors, ten acres of land lying between the Asylum and the 
city have been purchased at. a cost of £2,400. 

The total accommodation which the Asylum is now, or will soon 
he, capable of affording, namely, 180 beds, on the separation of 
the counties of Cavan and Monaghan from the district, will be 
entirely restricted to the county of Armagh alone. 

The proposed Asylnm for the two first-named counties, calcu- 
lated to accommodate 300 patients, has yet, we regret to say, ma e 
hut little progress, owing to delays over which we had no con ro , 
hut a good many of the preliminary arrangements having een 
concluded, we trust to be able henceforward to stimulate its erec- 
ticra. The plans are already prepared, and forty acres of land 
purchased at a cost of £4,800, close to the town of Jf onag an , 
and we entertain the hope that, by the end of the Autumn ot 
1 865, the building will he in full working order. As it is, we teet 
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Arm*™ bound to admit that the want of proper provision for the lunatic 
— poor of the district is deplorable, the number of lunatics confined 
in the gaols of the three counties composing it on the 31st De 
cember last, being no less than 49.

Minutes of

The total number of patients in this Asylum on the 31st 
December, 1862, was 344—184 males, and ICO females. During 
the year 1863 there were 70 admissions; 42 were discharged 1 
escaped, and 34 died, leaving 337 in the house at the beginning’ of 
the present year. The general condition of the inmates has been 
satisfactory, with little or no bodily disease ; for though the mor- 
tality was somewhat higher than ordinary, it was B principally 
among the old and debilitated. On our different inspections of 
this Asylum we found the patients carefully attended to. The 
house itself is imperfect in many respects, and requires various 
renovations, which as they can be more easily effected on the 
separation of Mayo from the district, we have not pressed on the 
Board of Governors, the establishment being crowded, that till a 
considerable portion of its inmates is drafted off, no improvements 
can be well undertaken. There was one matter, however of 
pressing urgency, which has been finally arranged, namely’ an 
ample and continuous supply of water to all parts of the institution 
After much delay and discussions as to the best mode of obtaining 
the object, expense being the prominent objection, it was at length 
decided, on our recommendation, that the cheapest method in the 
end would be found in adopting the dearest, as the most efficient, 
and. that was the erection of a steam engine of sufficient power not 
only to draw up water from a river some three or four hundred 
yards distant, but to propel it to the highest level of the building, 
hiom twenty to thirty gallons of water will per head thus be 
daily available. Plans have been already submitted, and an order 
m Council passed for the advance of d?l,500 to meet the cost. As 
elsewhere, or perhaps more so in the Ballinasloe Asylum, the incur- 
ables far outnumber those who give hope of recoveiy, the one 
being 269, the eurables only 68. The mass of the inmates belong- 
ing to the poorer of the agricultural class are uneducated, so that 
in manual labour and active exercise they are principally engaged, 
little room being afforded for reading or mental culture, and hence 
m the returns before us, the physical far exceed the moral causes, 
as assigneii at Ballinasloe for the production of insanity. 

Attached to the Asylum are forty acres of ground, on which the 
patients, male and female, alike take daily exercise in seasonable 
weather; these grounds are well tilled and productive, and supply 
the house all through the year with vegetables, and in favourable 
seasons with potatoes for four or five months in the year. 

he following minutes of inspection were entered by us on the 
Books of the Asylum in the course of the year 



. . y day (March 21, 1863) inspected the Ballinasloe Asylum, 
■which contains 340 patients, or 4 within its full number. Of the total 
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181 are males, and 159 females, 'belonging to the counties of Galway, 

Roscommon, and Mayo, and to tlie town of Galway, m the following 

■proportions, 137 to Galway county, 00 to Roscommon, 120 to Mayo, 

and 23 to the town of Galway. . 

“ The general condition of the patients I consider to he very satisfac- 
tory • they are well clad, and evidently well fed. There is little or no 
bodily ailment throughout the house ; the day-rooms, corridors, and 
dormitories, are on the whole clean, orderly, and fairly ventilated. The 
walls of many, indeed I may say of all the apartments, require to be 
whitewashed, and ill some divisions replastered ; and as to the wood- 
work it should be all thoroughly repainted. The state of the institu- 
tion with regard to a supply of water, both hot and cold, still continues 
very unsatisfactory. I have requested the Resident Physician, Di. 

Eaton, to communicate with the Architect of the Board of Conti ol as 
early as possible oil this subject.. I think the plans submitted by Mr. 
Kcmpsterforthe improvement of the laundry well adapted to thepurpose. 

“ I examined the different articles of food in store, and I think they are 
of good quality. A number of tlie male patients I was glad to observe 
employed out of doors on the farm. 

“ On my inspection this day (May 19, 1863) of the Ballinasloe Dis- 
trict Asylum, the number of patients in it amounts to 340, of whom 
133 are males, and 15S females. Of tlie total 143 are chargeable to the 
county of Galway, 23 to tlie town of Galway, 58 to Roscommon and 
110 to Mayo; 40 patients are in the infirmaries, the majority labour- 
ins under simple debility of constitution. . * 

“ I found the house clean and orderly, and the inmates themselves 
carefully attended to. Altogether! consider the estobhshmentm awry 
satisfactory condition ; and tlie farm in an advanced state of cultivatio , 
through the labour of the patients, who are numerously employ ed on it. 

I was happy to see a good broad walk nearly a mile m length made 
around the grounds since the date of my last visit in February, as thus 
the female patients particularly will have ample outdoor

required; and on my return to Dublin I shall arrange that Mr. Mnlki 
son, Architect to the Commissioners, may come down specially with my 
colleague orme to make arrangements on the matter.

"I find the Ballinasloe District Asylum on my visit to rt tins a y 
(November, S3, 1863) in a very satisfactory state. ,^e duffere ^ 
pooms, corridors, and sleeping-rooms dry, clean, and w 
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Ballinasloe also of sufficient temperature. Tlie number of patients in the infir- 
Asylum. mar y comparatively small, and none of them labouring under acute 
disease. Amongst the inmates there is an infant not two months old, 
sent from the gaol of Castlebar with its mother, who was committed 
to prison as a dangerous lunatic. As the mother does not nurse the 
child, I think the father should be communicated with for the purpose 
of talcing the infant home. The interior of the house has been improved 
by painting the walls of some of the galleries and day-rooms. I trust 
the same improvement will be extended generally throughout the whole 
house. The hooks prescribed by the Privy Council rules are uow in use. 

“ With reference to the proposed supply of water no time will be lost 
by the Control Authorities in carrying out the wishes of the Board.”

BELFAST. 

In this Asylum the accommodation was fully occupied both 
at the beginning of the year and at its close — the numbers being, 
on the 31st December, 1862, 365, and on the 31st of December 
last, 362 patients. During the last year 88 patients were admitted 
and 79 discharged ; of the latter, 5D are returned as discharged 
recovered, 1 9 improved, and 1 unimproved, removed by friends. 
This result of the treatment is satisfactory, the absolute recoveries, 
calculated on the admissions, being 67 per cent., and 17 per cent, 
on the total average under treatment. The deaths were only 11, 
of which 1 0 proceeded from natural causes, the other resulting 
from an act of violence — the strangulation of one patient by 
another — which was Blade the subject of inquiry before a Coroner’s 
jury, who returned a verdict altogether exculpating the officers 
and attendants of the Asylum. With the exception of the circum- 
stance attending this death, the Mortality Returns of this Institu- 
tion for the year just concluded exhibit a most satisfactory state 
of things — the deaths averaging only 3'01 per cent, on the daily 
average number under treatment. 

Unlike what obtains in other Asylums, the great majority of 
admissions into this Establishment are by order of the Governors 

only five patients out of a total of 88 having been admitted 
from gaols under the authority of your Excellency’s warrant, 
notwithstanding the large number of Lunatics confined in the 
district prisons during the year, many of whom stood in urgent 
need of Asylum treatment. 

The Table of Recoveries exhibits two important facts, already 
frequently noticed by us ; firstly, that success in the treatment of 
insanity materially depends on the application of curative agencies 
in its early stages ; and secondly, that the recuperative power of 
the mind is much stronger in youth and early manhood than at 
subsequent periods of life ; for of the 59 persons discharged as 
recovered, 43 had been received into the Asylum before the disease 
had existed three months ; and 42 were under 40 years of age. 

_ The educational condition of the patients in this Asylum stands 
high ; for only 56 out of the entire number are illiterate — a very 
low average indeed. 

The unmarried preserve the same proportion towardsthe married 
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as in other establishments generally, being in the ratio of 3" to 1 ; Belfast 
while the curable constitute, unfortunately, but little more than AsTL ™- 
one-third of the total number confined. 

The usual number of persons daily employed throughout the 
year on various duties, is also very liigh, amounting to 259, of 
whom 146 were males and 113 females ; the profits of whose 
labour, although considerable, fall far short of the good effects 
which employment, as an important curative agent, exercises on 
the health of those engaged in it. 

In no District Asylum is more attention paid to the amusement 
of the patients, indoors as well as out of doors, than in this, as 
•will appear from the following extract, taken from the last report 
of the resident Medical Superintendent : — 

“Frequently in fine weather the convalescent and ordinary patients of Minutes of 
both sexes are taken out for a walk into the suburbs and country for a Inspection, 
few miles, accompanied by their own brass band, and their enjoyment of 
this description of partial liberty outside the walls, is anxiously looked 
for, and greatly exhilarates them, besides having an excellent moral and 
curative effect by thus confiding in their steadiness and correct demeanour. 

So many as 150 and upwards have been taken out on these occasions. 

“ During the year also, a large number of both sexes was brought to Dr. Amusements of 
Mark’s “ Little Men” entertainment, as well as to equestrian and panoramic l a len 3 ' 
exhibitions ; they also went to see the ghost entertainment. 

“ The band and a few of the patients went, on special invitation, by 
train to Downpatrick and Newtown aids flower shows. Mrs. Macready 
gave an entertainment in the ball-room connected with this institution. 

“ Other invitations and exhibitions, which are too numerous to mention, 
were attended by the patients, and all, without the slightest exception, 
conducting themselves in the best manner.” 

The average attendance of Governors at Board Meetings was Board Meet- , 
five, no postponement having taken place for want of a quorum, m s s - 
which, whenever it occurs, is productive of much inconvenience. 

The dietary is fair, although, perhaps, not so good as in other 
Asylums ; hut the physicians have full authority to order such 
extras as they may consider necessary. 

The cost per head for the year, all items of expenditure included, 
was only ,£18 19s. — a circumstance that, in great measure, may 
be explained by the contract price of coals, an article of large 
expenditure, being particularly low in Belfast. 

Within the past twelve months the interior of this institution 
has been very much improved, the galleries, corridors, and day- 
rooms now, for the most part, presenting a very cheerful aspect, 
as noticed in one of the following reports. 

“ Friday , 2lth April, 1863. — On my inspection this day of the Belfast 
District Asylum, I found it in admirable order— clean, cheerful, and 
well ventilated. The corridors, dormitories, and day-rooms looked 
comfortably and homely. I saw all the patients, who appear to be 
carefully attended to. They are 363 in number — 201 males, 162 
females. Of the total, 203 are chargeable to the county Antrim, in- 
cluding Belfast and Carrickfergus, and 160 to Down. The men were 
principally employed out of doors ; the women within, sewing, spin- 
ning, or in the laundry, &c. The house is remarkably healthy, five 
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patients only being confined to bed in the infirmaries by illness— at 
the same time that it is overcrowded. I examined the provisions and 
consider them of good quality. Since my last visit, the female divisions 
have been all materially improved by the papering and panelling of 
corridors 5 A and 5 B ; and I am glad to find a similar improvement is 
being extended to No. 1 corridor at the male side. Though not exactly 
the same, the present books used in the Asylum are similar to those 
directed by the Privy Council ; on being filled, the prescribed ones 
should be adopted. On inquiry, I regret to learn that the visitations 
of clergymen to this Institution, containing 300 inmates, are very ex- 
ceptional— m&eei, about once in three weeks. The grounds were in an 
advanced state of cultivation. 

“ I have to report very favourably of the Belfast District Asylum, 
which, in the various details of management, appears to be satisfactorily 
conducted. At this date (Friday, 24th July, 1863), so far from there 
being a vacancy in the Institution, it is overcrowded by fully thirty 
patients ; still I am happy to say that its sanitary condition was never 
better, only six of the inmates being confined to bed by illness, and 
none under restraint of any kind. There can be no doubt but that the 
substantial comforts of lunatics in Irish District Asylums are sedu- 
lously regarded in the Belfast as much as in any other ; and no matter 
what may be said or insinuated to the contrary, the public institutions 
for the insane in this country, if examined into by the telling test of 
cures, of immunity from accident, of tranquillity and kindness of treat- 
ment, are, if not superior, at all events equal to those elsewhere. I 
could wish, however, to see— not omitting the Belfast Asylum— some- 
what more of neatness, of cheap ornamentation, and better furniture in 
the day-rooms, galleries, and corridors of such establishments. Much 
progress has been already made here, and I trust that the apartments 
in the tranquil and convalescent divisions, both male and female, will 
soon present the same cheerful and homely appearance as those in 
Nos. 1 and 1 g, and 5 and 5 1 There is a subject to which I have 
hitherto referred on various occasions, and I am sincerely sorry there 
exists the same necessity for my doing so again. I allude to the utter 
absence of clergymen as visitants at the Belfast Asylum, and the op- 
position of the Board (a solitary opposition in the whole empire) to 
the attendance of regular clergymen on their insane fellow-creatures.” 

“ September 8, 1863. — I have this day inspected the Belfast District 
Lunatic Asylum, and have to report most favourably on its general 
condition. The several corridors, day-rooms, and dormitories are par- 
ticularly clean and orderly, and since they have been papered and 
wainscoted, present a most cheerful and civilized appearance, tending 
much to the comfort and happiness of the patients. I must, however, 
observe that the woodwork, both inside and outside, is much in need 
of painting, which, when done, will not only add much to the general 
appearance of the Institution, but, what is also of great importance, tend 
to preserve the timber, which in some places is beginning to show 
symptoms of decay. I have examined all the patients, both male and 
female; they were, with some few exceptions, quiet and orderly, 
being evidently carefully attended to. The sanitary state of the house 
is very satisfactory, there being only five patients confined to bed — • 
viz., three males and two females. 

_ 1 Furnishing the day-rooms and corridors with cheerful-looking 
flowers and plants is so very desirable in an Institution of this kind, 
that I would suggest, for the consideration of the Board, to their di* 
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reetin" the erection of a small green-house, where such plants and 
flowers could be propagated and reared." 

“ November 2nd, 1863. — I this day attended the Board, and subse- 
quently went through the Asylum with one of the Governors, Major 
Crawford. I found the corridors and day-rooms at the female side, 
which have been just papered and painted, very cheerful, and in every 
respect much improved. A similar change going on in the male 
divisions will, no doubt, bo alike advantageous. The house generally 
I consider to be in admirable order. The refractory corridors and 
bed rooms, however, are overcrowded and cheerless, and require a very 
constant supervision. I think it would be advisable to have one 
superior class head attendant at the male divisions. In the scullery I 
found milk intended for the patients : it should be kept in the dairy 
till immediately required. It appears to me that an undue proportion 
of bones is taken in the meat contract — viz., one pound of bones to 
five of solid meat. The green-liouse suggested by my colleague, I 
was glad to perceive, met the approval of the Board this day." 



CARLOW. 

The Carlow District Asylum, since its erection in 1830, has not 
only made no progress in its interior arrangements, hut from year 
to year has been latterly declining ; the furniture, fixtures, flooring, 
as well as the laundry and culinary departments showing too 
visibly the effects of time in its wear and tear. Few or none of Want of im- 
those facilities, such as baths, lavatories, water-closets, and other pavement, 
domestic conveniences, provided in all other asylums, except Lon- 
donderry, have been as yet introduced into it ; for these wants, 
to which, in our Deports we directed the attention of the Board of 
Governors, an excuse may be found in the fact that in an Asylum 
already overcrowded by a double number of inmates, it would be 
inopportune to undertake changes, or even improvements, which 
must of themselves in their progress he attended with the greatest 
inconvenience. 

On the erection of the Asylum now being built at Enniscorthy, 
the patients, 120 in number, belonging to Wexford, will be with- 
drawn, when, we hope, the required improvements will be effected, 
and which, obtained at no great cost, would prove highly bene- 
ficial, and in character with what should obtain in a well-regulated 
hospital for the insane. Notwithstanding, however,^ these draw- 
backs, the management of the Carlow Asylum during the past 
year, has been favourable in its results — 204 may be said to be 
its daily fixed number of inmates at all times, such is the pressure 
of applications. Forty-one were admitted, and the total dis- 
charged in 1863, was 26. Fifteen died, or 7 per cent, of those 
under treatment ; 22 recovered, and 4 left improved. 

The totally uneducated constitute about a fifth only of the total, 
while the married hold a greater proportion to the unmarried m 
this than in any other like establishment in Ireland, being as 
58-91. 

Idiots, as a rule, have never been admitted into the CmIow 
L unatic Asylum, and epileptics very rarely ; there being m it hut 
7 of the latter class. Of the 204 cases, 86 are associated with

Carlow hereditary predisposition, and 23 directly referable to intempe- 
asylum. rarLCe ^ 9 to jealousy — 8 of the latter being females. Fifteen of 
those whose malady is from family predisposition stand in the close 
relationship of brother, sister, or first-cousin. 

Although, as a, heady observed, nothing has been done within 
doors, additional land has been rented and farmed by the patients, 
who are constantly employed on it. The house is conducted, on 
the whole, with great quietude and attention to the creature wants 
of the patients. The attendance of the Board of Governors has 
been very regular during the year. 

Extracts from “ April ZZnd, 1863. — I have to report in favourable terms of the 
Minutes of general condition of the Carlow District Asylum on my inspection of * 
nspecion. .j. it contains 202 patients — 110 males and 92 females— 

belonging to the counties of Kildare, Carlow, and Wexford, in the fol- 
lowing proportions — 60 Kildare, 47 Carlow, 95 Wexford. Of the total 
number, four males are confined to bed by bodily disease, and four 
females, but not of any serious character. None are under restraint. 
The vast majority appear to be incurable, or at least offering very little 
hope of recovery, though tranquil and orderly under proper supervision. 
y I examined the provisions, and found them of good quality. The diet- 
ary of the patients in this establishment is now much improved, 
through the recommendation of the physicians, and seems quite ample. 

I think, however, the attendants ought to have a quarter of a pound 
additional animal food allowed them daily five times a-week. The 
grounds are in an advanced state of cultivation. In a report of my 
colleague’s, dated at the close of last year, he recommended that 
seats with backs should be procured, and placed in the corridors 
and day-rooms. I agree fully with him as to the great deficiency of 
such, and would re-submit his observations to the consideration of the 
Board.” 

11 July l&th, 1863. — I visited the Carlow District Asylum this day. 
It is, generally speaking, in a satisfactory state. The day-rooms, cor- 
ridors, and sleeping-rooms are clean and orderly, notwithstanding the 
overcrowded condition of the house. The patients seem to be carefully 
and judiciously attended to ; none are under restraint, although on no 
previous inspection have I noticed so many in a high state of excite- 
ment, most probably referable to the long continuance of hot weather. 
Eight are confined to bed, but not by serious illness. I am sorry to 
find that nothing has been done in the way of procuring suitable seats 
for the inmates of this Institution, and that (unlike most, if not all, of 
the Asylums in Ireland) there is a marked deficiency in it of means of 
amusement or recreation, both in and out of doors. The walls of the 
corridors are bare, monotonous, and cheerless. The total number' of 
lunatics in the house amounts to 206 ; 51 chargeable to the county 
Carlow, 58 to Kildare, and 97 to Wexford. 

“ The grounds are kept with much neatness and order in front and 
around the buildings. The want of seats which I have referred to in the 
interior of the bouse is still more evident in the airing yards, where the 
patients are obliged to lie down on the flagging in consequence of it.” 

“ October 13 th, 1863. — I visited this day. The number in the house 
amounts to 204—1 1 1 males and 93 females. Although the estab- 
lishment is manifestly overcrowded, the general health of the in* 
• mates is satisfactory. Four males and three females only are confined 
to bed ; two of the former are labouring under pulmonary cohsump- 
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tion, the remaining five are simply in a debilitated condition. I am 
dad to find that the resident Medical Superintendent is taking steps 
to get the main sewer of the building cleansed, as from its construc- 
tion there seems to be no discharge from it, a circumstance which at 
any time might injuriously affect the health of the patients. A very 
good proportion of the inmates, both male and female, appear to be in- 
dustriously employed, both in and out of doors, in this Asylum ; some- 
thing more than a half. The attendance of the Chaplains, I perceive, 
is very regular, and productive of much benefit. The great deficiency 
always adverted to by me, with reference to seats and chairs in the 
day-rooms and corridors, I regret still exists. 



CLONMEL. 

The accommodation for the Lunatic poor of both ridings of the 
county Tipperary is established at Clonmel, a town situated on 
the south-eastern confines of the county, and distant from the 
extreme parishes of the northern division of the district from fifty 
to sixty miles. The question of effecting increased provision for 
the insane of the county of Tipperary, the parent Asylum con- 
taining only 140 beds, was for a long time under consideration. 
The Inspectors endeavoured to have a second Asylum erected at 
•Nenagh, the Assize town of the North Riding, as- being the best 
and by far the most convenient arrangement. The Grand Jurors 
of the county, however, and the Board of Governors of the 
Asylum, considered they could provide the necessary accommoda- 
tion in a better, because a cheaper, manner, by converting an old 
disused Workhouse in the immediate vicinity of Clonmel into an 
auxiliary Asylum ; and in order to obviate any further delay in a 
matter of such urgent necessity as the securing of ample provision 
for the proper care of the Lunatic poor in Gaols and Poorliouses, as 
well as those at large throughout the county, the Government ac- 
ceded to the wishes of the local authorities ; a sum of 008,000 has been 
expended in alterations and additions to the building, which were 
deemed requisite to render it suitable for the purpose. Although 
not without misgivings as to the wisdom of the project, we trust 
that the scheme may, by proving successful, confer a benefit on 
the whole county alike, and that the Lunatic poor of the North 
Riding in particular may participate in its usefulness equally with 
those of the South. In the primitive establishment we have 
had to notice that the inmates belonging to the South Riding, m 
which the Asylum is situated, were in the proportion ot three to 
one, as compared with the patients from the North Riding. 

The auxiliary building, which was opened in May last con- 
tained, on the 31st December, 147 inmates, all cases oi chronic 
affections, a large proportion of whom were received liom e 
. Poorhouses, and the rest from the old Asylum, to make roorn or 
the Lunatics confined in the Gaols of Clonmel and Nenag as 
“ dangerous,” and for other cases of an acute or curable nature. __ 

The parent establishment, which, as we. have just r^mar e , 13 
- intended for a curative institution, contained only 1 lo pa len s, 
• there being vacancies for 20 more, a margin which i^woulcl he 
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desirable, if possible, to have always at disposal for accommodation 
of recent cases, or, as circumstances may require, for the reception 
of patients from the auxiliary Asylum who may stand in need of 
more particular treatment than the latter institution could enable 
to be given to them. The establishments are in juxtaposition, 
and Lunatics are removable from one to the other, as circumstances 
may render desirable ; and as the two Asylums are under the same 
Board, with a Visiting Physician common to both, and subject to 
the same rules and regulations and system of management, the 
supplies for each being obtained under the same contracts, we 
look upon them as constituting but one institution. 

The Lunatics resident in both Asylums on the 1st of January, 
1863, amounted to 162, there being on the same date as many 
as 23 in the Gaols of the North and South Ridings. At the 
close of the year there were 118 in the old building, which, with 
1 47 in the auxiliary, make a total of 265, the gaols being entirely 
relieved from Lunatics. The difference between 265 and 162 
constitute, therefore, the number transferred from Gaols and 
Poorhouses directly, at the opening of the auxiliary Asylum, 
Thus far, the arrangement has fully realized the expectations of 
the local authorities. 

As in our last Report we referred to the character and con- 
dition of the buildings and grounds, it is unnecessary for us to 
dwell further on them at present. 

The number of patients received into the old Asylum during 
the year 1863 were 156, of whom 121 were immediately trans- 
ferred to the auxiliary, the former thus being used as a medium 
in which the chronic are sifted from those requiring special treat- 
ment. Twenty-eight were discharged recovered from the old 
institution, and none, of course, from the new. The deaths in 
both were only 11, or about 5 per cent, on the average number 
under treatment. 

The attendance at Boards during the year was regular, the 
usual number of Governors at each meeting being five. 

The expense of maintenance averaged, between the Old and 
Auxiliary Asylums, A 3 5 4s. — a sum considerably in excess of 
that of other Asylums — one, however, owing in great measure to 
the purchase of various articles of furniture, and the outlay attend- 
ing the arrangement and fitting up of a new building. 

“ March 3rd, 1863. — On my inspection of this the Additional Asylum, 
I am greatly pleased with the progress that lias been made in every 
respect towards its working with effect ; and am glad to observe that 
Dr. Burton evidently devotes great energy and attention to the duties 
of his office. The Matron appears equally anxious for the welfare of 
the establishment, and assists in getting the laundry, kitchen, and 
domestic offices into good working order. X found each depart- 
ment in it remarkably clean and well ventilated — the patients, both 
male and female, being alike comfortable, well clad, and evidently care- 
fully attended to. The total number of insane inmates is 1J 1, with the 
immediate probability of additional cases. I think the resident Phy- 
sician should make preparations for the opening of two wards, one for 
either sex. The grounds attached to the Institution have been prepared 
for cultivation. Altogether the premises are in a very satisfactory state. 
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The -Wall at the refractory division (female side), now lath and plaster 
simply, should, however, be more solidly built.” 

There are a number of new patients here since the date of my last 
visit, most of them of the epileptic class, who, I think, were very properly 
sent from poorhouses, in order that their mental condition should be 
fully and judiciously tested. If, however, it should appear that the fits 
are infrequent and not violent, and that the mental faculties are not 
impaired, the physicians will, no doubt, adopt such a course as will 
obviate the house being filled with inmates not suited to a lunatic 
asylum. Though ample accommodation is now afforded for the insane 
of the district, the Board should not be the less particular in admis- 
sions.” 

11 September 28 th, 1863. — On my visit this day to the Clonmel Dis- 
trict Asylum, which I examined minutely in detail, I have to report in 
the most favourable terms as heretofore of its condition. Every just 
and reasonable care is bestowed on the patients, and nothing tending 
to their wellbeing appears to be neglected. I fully coincide in the 
sentiments expressed by the Grand Jury at Summer Assizes. * That 
the satisfactory state of the Asylum reflects credit on the officers at- 
tached to it.’ One hundred and fourteen patients are at present in the 
Institution, many of whom have been received from the poorhouses 
of the district at the solicitation of the Boards of Guardians — no less 
than six last week from the Tipperary Union. On inquiring into the 
history and symptoms of these patients, although I think a trial but 
fair in their regard, I am still of opinion with the resident and visiting 
Physicians, that they may, without any detriment, be sent back after 
probation to the workhouses, where with common care they may very 
properly be located, otherwise in the course of a year both the old and 
auxiliary Asylums will become filled through incurable cases. 

“The visits of the extern Officers are regular and duly entered.” 

" September 29 th, 1863.— I this day specially inspected the additional 
District Asylum for the comity Tipperary, and found in it 140 patients, 
83 male and 57 females, whose general condition seemed very satis- 
factory, and indicative of due care on the part of the Officers and At- 
tendants belonging to the Institution. Of the total number, two only 
were confined to bed by illness ; none under any kind of restraint. 
Twenty-one males were employed on the grounds, and seven inside. 
Forty-one unemployed. I could wish the latter were the less numer- 
ous, and that some means, however trivial, should be adopted to afford 
temporary occupation. Of the females from sixteen to twenty only 
would seem available for work, eight of them being constantly engaged 
in the laundry. The patients of both sexes I consider to be alike well 
and comfortably clad. The sitting-rooms, bed-rooms, and corridors 
are fresh, airy, and in all their details clean and orderly. The single 
cells on the ground floor are for the most part cold and cheerless. I 
think the greater portion of them (leaving a few for patients of con- 
firmed dirty habits flagged or tiled) should be boarded, and wain- 
scotted at the bed-sides, fora few feet from the ground. m , 

“ The sleeping accommodation for the attendants is indifferent. 
Occupying the same room as the insane, their beds should he parti- 
tioned off, as at the old Asylum. Presses for the females should he 
procured, as at present they have no place whatever for their clothes. 
In the female infirmary two or three additional easy chairs are much 
needed. I would strongly 'suggest (as at the female side) that an hos- 
pital should be allocated for the aged and infirm males. This can be 
easily effected by the conversion of one of the unoccupied corridors 
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Ulokmel to the object. The attendance of the visiting Physician T find +n 
Asylums, mos t regular, as also that of the Chaplains. 

The grounds are very much improved, and in a better state than I 
• could have anticipated within less than ten months. I examined the 
contract provisions — bread, meat, milk, &c. — and found them of good 
quality. A stove would be advisable in the store-room, and some more 
shelves.” 



Cork Asylum. CORK. 

Statistics. The Cork District Asylum, the second in size in Ireland, and 
belonging to the county and city of Cork, contained, on the’ 31st 
of December, 502 patients, being four over its regular complement 
During the year 1863, 170 were admitted, 1 28 discharged, and 
43 died, two deaths being due to accidental causes. Of the 
admissions, 56 were transferred from gaol under the warrant of 
the Lord Lieutenant, and 114 admitted by the order of the Board. 

In 64 cases the age of patients on admission was under thirty 
years, and in 17 cases between fifty and sixty. 

The duration of insanity previous to admission, in regard to 
the patients discharged as cured during the year, was in 96 cases 
under three months, while 73' of the recoveries were effected 
within a period of six months after admission into the Asylum, 
thus affording a further proof if any were wanting, of the great 
benefit arising from early treatment in mental disease. 

The class of “totally uneducated” constituted a third of the 
entire number under treatment ; and the married formed a similar 
proportion. 

Under the heads of “imbecile” and “epileptic” we find in this 
Asylum no less than 123 inmates, many of them having been sent 
in the first instance from Workhouses to Gaols, as “dangerous 
Lunatics, and then transferred to the Asylum under the opera-, 
tion of the Lord Lieutenant’s warrant. Still the probably curable 
Lunatics amount to 230, a larger proportion than the average of 
most other Asylums. 

Although various attempts at escape were made in the course 
of the year from the grounds, which are very extensive, only one 
patient succeeded in even temporarily evading the vigilance .of the 

The returns of occupation are on the whole satisfactory, the 
number of male patients daily employed, chiefly out of doors, 
amounting to 130, while the returns of females employed in 
household affairs — in the laundry, needlework, knitting, and 
Qt ^S‘.,^ inds OCGU P a ^ on — exhibit a daily average of 153. 

^musements, Vvith regard to the amusement of the patients, we are glad tp 
be able to state that the means of diverting their minds from their 
delusions, and of contributing to their cheerfulness and happiness 
have been increased, but still not to the extent we could desire. 

The attendance of Governors at Board Meetings is full and 
regular, eight members, on an average, being present at each. 
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The annual cost per head was only d£?16 14s. (3 d. } a sum less than Cork Asylum. 
in any other Asylum in Ireland, and which is accounted for by ~ 
the fact that the supplies for the Cork Asylum are obtained at a 
lower rate generally than elsewhere ; whilst the dietary, although 
ample in quantity, is not so generous as it might be. Further, 
there have been no superannuation pensions granted as yet to 
officers or servants, with the exception of a small allowance to 
one attendant. 

This institution has been frequently visited during the year, and 
the following are extracts from some minutes of inspection: — 

“ April 1 , 1863. — I find the Cork Asylum, on inspection this day, in Minutes of 
a very satisfactory condition. The house is fully occupied, and I there- Inspection, 
fore cannot but concur in the opinions expressed by the Committee of 
the Grand Jury, as entered on the 17th March, at the Spring Assizes, 
viz. — ‘That a very important question may soon arise as to the necessity 
of further accommodation, unless some relief may be obtained through 
the poorhouses, or otherwise.’ The solution of this question rests, in 
great measure, with Poor Law Guardians belonging to the various Unions 
of the county and city of Cork. The grounds belonging to the Asylum 
are in a very forward state of cultivation and of general improvement.” 

“July 1863. — I have, on the last two days, minutely inspected 

the Cork Lunatic Asylum, and found it, on the whole, in a very satis- 
factory condition. 

“ There are some matters, however, to which I shall subsequently, 
in my Eeport, direct the attention of the Board of Governors. The 
total number of patients in the house amounts to 609, or 9 above the 
due compliment. Of these 267 are males. and 242 females. "With 
regard to chargeability, 136 are supported by the city, 373 by the 
county ; thus the city, with a population of 80,000, has for its in- 
sane, relatively speaking, double the accommodation of the county, 
with 464,000 inhabitants. As to the proportional number of in- 
mates from the East and West Sidings till e appears no direct infor- 
mation on the hooks, owing to the fact thaftrthe county at large pays 
for both alike; no doubt can, however, exist but that the West Biding, 
being more remote, does not equally participate in the benefits of the 
Asylum. Yery many of the patients belonging to it have been admitted 
through the gaol as dangerous lunatics, and not by the more correct 
mode of application to the Board. I may here observe that magistrates 
in this, as in many other counties, adopt a very loose practice in their 
. committal to prisons of parties reputed to be dangerously insane; hence 
Asylums have been prematurely occupied, and for the most part by 
incurable cases. 

“ With reference to the immediate inmates of the Cork Asylum, they 
appear to be very carefully and judiciously attended to; they are cleanly 
in person, tranquil, well-behaved, and, with few exceptions, well-clad. 

The female divisions are particularly neat ; the beds, bedding, as well 
as the floors in the corridors, day-rooms, and dormitories are kept in a 
most creditable manner. I am happy to notice, that a great improve- 
ment is being effected generally at the female side of the house, by 
painting and re-colouring the walls; to add efficiently to it, however, 
there should be an addition of cheap but comfortable furniture in the 
sitting-rooms, which are at present rather nude and cheerless. 

“I have suggested to Dr. Power certain arrangements, which can he 
carried out at little or no expense, and which I trust will tend mate- 
rially to the comfort and easier management of the patients. Amongst; 

£ 
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Cork Asylum, them is the conversion of the day-rooms on the 3rd corridor, No. 1 
female division, into dormitories, and changing the dormitories on the 
second landing into sitting or work-rooms ; thus, there will he better 
means of supervision, and no necessity of carrying meals to a third 
story. Indeed it would be advisable had the 96 tranquil and conva- 
lescent patients in No. 1 division a refectory on the ground floor- a 
similar system might be adopted in the corresponding division at the 
male side. I have also recommended, now that the day-rooms through- 
out the institution are to be painted and re-coloured, that a flat board- 
ing, from three to four inches wide, should be laid along the skirting 
of them, to prevent chairs or forms coming in contact with, and thus 
breaking the plastering of the walls. 

“The male side of the Asylum I found, generally speaking, very clean 
and in good order. In some dormitories the bed-ticking should be 
renewed, and the beds themselves better filled. Straw is the material 
principally used. I am satisfied, though in the first instance much 
more expensive, that hair mattresses would in the end prove more 
economical if adopted in the tranquil and convalescent wards. The 

bedsteads in the Cork Asylum are, for the most part, too large nearly 

a third wider than necessary ; they might easily be reduced, whereby 
less covering would be wanted, a saving effected in regard to the size 
of sheets and blankets, and at the same time the dormitories would 
become less crowded. I found the hospital, too, in good order, clean 
and well ventilated, the patients in it labouring more under infirmity 
than actual disease. 

“The farm is now in a very satisfactory state, parts of it which before 
were untilled and valueless being abundantly cropped; and I was 
happy to learn from the Steward that he is about to improve the grounds 
which have been so long neglected in front of the buildings. 

“In September, 1 8652, 1 directed the attention of the Board to the 
insecurity of protection afforded by the walls around the city reservoir 
adjacent to the Asylum. Nothing has since been done by the Corpo- 
ration to guard against the contingency of accident, which might be 
attended with very disagreeable results, in regard to a supply of pure 
cond?tTon' 1 of r7 water t0 so . lar § e a <% as Cork.. The condition of the airing yards is 
airing courts. moS ^ unsatisfactory the sheds in them scarcely deserve the name, so 
wretched is the accommodation which they afford. There are not seats 
in them for a sixth of the patients. For example, on the day of my 
visit I saw 21 patients, for want of seats, lying on the broken ground 
or gravel in No. I airing yard ; in No. 2, 24 lying down, 25 standing, 
and 1 2 only had seats. In the third division 2G of the epileptic and 
idiotic class were lying on broken stones, in fact, having no other place 
to occupy. The Besident Physician brought . the state of the 3rd air- 
ing court prominently under the notice of the Board, but as yet nothing 
has been done to remedy the evil. On inquiry, I was informed that 
the sewerage and water-closets of the establishment generally are not 
in good order. I have long remarked on the condition of the store- 
rooms ; in them there is a notable absence of common requisites ; the 
meat-store is about as bad as it can be, and that for clothes, linen, 
blankets, &c., is made a common receptacle for condemned tins, pots, 
brooms, brushes, and utensils of all denominations. There is not a 
single closed shelf or chest of drawers in it. At a very moderate outlay, 
improvements absolutely required, and so apparent as not to need 
comment, could be easily carried out. 

“ The refectory lately established for the working patients (a step in 
advance in itself) is, from want of air, though a spacious room, highly 

I 
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disagreeable immediately after meals. A louvre, as the windows do Cork Asylum. 
not admit a thorough draft, should he formed in the arched roof. 

« The kitchen department is satisfactory. I cannot say so much of 
the laundry ; the walls are dingy, and the drying-yards have a neglected 

appeaia^ ^ ^ patients themselves are immediately concerned, I feel 
it a duty to direct the attention of the Governors to any deficiencies I 
may notice, and I have consequently in the present report brought 
under their observations certain wants, in the hope that they will be 
speedily remedied, if they coincide in my views. 

“ On reference to the daily statement book since the date of my last 
visit in April, I find the sanitary condition of the Asylum has con- 
tinued very favourable, fortunately, too, with an immunity from acci- 
dents, so much more likely to occur in Lunatic than in other institutions. 

A considerable number of the patients have been usefully employed 
both in and out of doors, while several means of amusement have not 
been neglected. On the first day of my visit over two hundred of the 
inmates attended at a musical entertainment, gratuitously given them 
by Dr. Mark, and which they all seemed to enjoy. I cannot therefore 
but express regret at hearing that it is in contemplation of the Board to 
sell the band instruments, procured a year or two since, from the want 
of performers on them. One would have thought that in a community 
numbering between male patients and attendants over 300, and parti- 
cularly in a locality with such musical pretensions as Cork, that some 
ten or eighteen could he found among them already instructed or capa- 
ble of being instructed in hand playing.” 

Some of the above suggestions have been carried out. The 
band is to he re-established, and we hope that in the course of the 
current year the deficiences referred to will be obviated, as there- 
by the condition of the Cork District Asylum would be rendered 
most satisfactory.

KILKENNY. 

The Kilkenny District Asylum has been uniformly successful in 
its various details of management, the Board, of Governors being 
most regular in its attendance, and while exercising a strict scrutiny 
into all financial matters, not the less liberal in administering to the 
wants and comfort of the patients. The house, on our. different 
visitations, presented an appearance of order and regularity which 
we duly noted, while the general condition of its inmates bespoke 
the care bestowed on them, professionally and otherwise, lhe u ^ 
complement of beds, 172, has nearly at all times during the past year 
been occupied ; and were it not that the adjacent Workhouse— e 
largest in the district — receives from it occasionally idiots an . 
epileptics belonging immediately to the Union, the Asylum wou 
not be equal to the necessities of tlie county. No other workhouse 
in the district is alike available, and this want of reciprocity un er 
existing circumstances is to be regretted, as we. find that no in- 
convenience whatever ' has been caused by the sojourn of the six- 
teen already transferred to it. There are two paid attendants— -a 
male and female — for the insane, who are placed on a dietary in 
every respect similar to that given in the Asylum. /The absence o 
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a day-room and suitable dormitories is, however, too apparent* but 
as the attention of the Guardians has been directed to the deficiency 
we trust it will soon be remedied. 5 

During the past year there were 21 admissions — 9 by order of 
the Board, and 12 from prisons. Ten were discharged cured, and 
three improved ; ten died — all from natural causes — leaving 162 
in Asylum on the 21st December. This establishment was visited 
on the 2nd August by your Excellency, when you were pleased 
to express your approbation of its neatness and the unexceptiona- 
ble order which its various departments presented, as well as with 
the culture and beauty of the grounds. The subjoined reports 
entered on our inspections will best testify to the general state of 
the house: — 

“ February 9, 1863.— I have to report very favourably of the state of 
this Asylum, and consider that its inmates are treated judiciously and 
with every attention to their safe custody and personal comforts. The 
provisions, I was glad to notice, were of an unexceptionable quality. 
The male side of the house is becoming overcrowded, under which 
circumstance it is unfortunate that, with the exception of the Kilkenny 
Union, the other Union Poorhouses of the county object to the admis- 
sion of quiet and irrecoverable patients, so as when the necessity arises 
to facilitate the admission of dangerous or curable cases. Of the two 
alternatives, the better is to secure accommodation in a regular Asylum 
for those who require it most. 

“The house generally requires to be whitewashed; before doing so, 
the walls should not be simply swept down, but well scrubbed with 
coarse stone or brick. Some of the attendants’ rooms are very cheerless 
and unfurnished. I think the openings in almost all the fireplaces are 
too large, owing to which there is a loss of heat and want of draught in 
the chimneys.” 

“June 15, 1863. — I this day made a minute inspection of the Kil- 
kenny District Asylum, containing 85 male and 76 female patients — 
the full complement of the former, and nine under the number of the 
latter, according to the existing accommodation of the house. The 
sanitary state of the Asylum is very satisfactory. I saw all the inmates. 
They appeared to be carefully and judiciously attended to, cleanly, and 
well-clad ; those usefully employed in and out of doors being 36 
males and 54 females. None were under restraint of any kind or in 
seclusion. I examined the bedding, which was good. The day-rooms, 
corridors, and sleeping apartments were all orderly and remarkably 
well ventilated. On a previous occasion I had to find fault with the 
way in which some of the attendants kept their bedrooms ; on this visit 
I saw no cause whatever of complaint. 1 The provisions — meat, oatmeal, 
bread, and milk — seemed to me unexceptionable, and the more so in 
regal’d to milk and meat, which are taken at a very moderate contract. 

“Altogether I consider the condition of the Kilkenny Asylum tobe : 
highly creditable to its management. I should like to see a larger 
supply through the house of comfortable seats with backs to them, and 
in the infirmaries a couple of easy chairs with cushions. The hand-; 
rails are a great improvement along the staircases, and may very 
properly be used all through the divisions. The galvanized iron wire' 
in the laundry yards is clearly too weak ; and I would suggest that- 
what is now in use should be taken down and doubled on itself, the 
.difference that may be required to be about the third or fourth of a% 
i$eh in diameter. The grounds appear to be well cropped, and in}*. 
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mediately in front and at the side of tile building neatly liept. Between 
the new ball-alley and excursions from the Asylum under careful super- 
vision the patients will have a great addition to their pastimes. I 
examined the books, etc., &c„ and perceived that the extern officers are 
■ regular in their attendance. 

“ Having lately visited some celebrated Asylums, I am disposed to 
think that, though we may not have all the finish and decorations in 
ours that distinguish them, still as regards material comforts and the 
previous position of the inmates in either, our district institutions for 
the insane hold a very fair position, and from day to day are making a 
marked progress in neatness." # 

11 October 8, 1863.— Inspected the Asylum this day, and found it very 
orderly. Many of the patients were out on a walking excursion in the 
country. With reference to an inquiry made of me by the resident 
Physician os to the admission of additional patients, I do not consider 
that the infirmary constitutes any portion of the general accommodation 
of the establishment. It is altogether an exceptional department, pro- 
vided for contingencies, such as the treatment of accidents, and oases of 
acute or epidemic disease that should be separated from the general 
body of the inmates, fortunately no malady of a contagious character 
has hitherto manifested itself in this Asylum, but a liability thereto not 
the less exists. I apprehend that a freedom froin overcrowding and 
good ventilation have proved eminently useful here.” 

“ The house is all but occupied with its full number of patients, so it 
will need much discretion in the selection of parties suitable for ad- 
mission. Curable cases, or those neither advanced in life nor long 
•mentally affected, being more likely to derive benefit in the Institution, 
I apprehend that otherwise an enlargement of the buildings— and one, 
too, at a considerable expense for erection and subsequent maintenance 
of their inmates— must be the result. I have examined the books, 
inquired into the mode in which the contracts have been carried out, 
and seen the present stock of provisions, on which I have to report 
favourably. . . . . 

“ I should not omit to remark that within doors I found a very large 
proportion of the female patients industriously occupied, and thirty-six 
men engaged on the farm, &c., &c.”

KILLAKNEY. / Killarney 

This Asylum contained 205 patients -on the 1st of January, — 
1863, fifteen more than at the beginning of the previous year; tne 
number at the close of the year being 212 — 129 males and 83 
females. The discharges during the year amounted to 24, o 
whom 16 were recovered ; and the deaths, all of winch, wi l one 
exception, were owing to natural causes, didnotexceed 1- a very 
moderate rate, constituting only 6 per cent, on the average su y 
number under treatment. There were 48 admissions during e ^ 

year, 22 of them by order of the Board, 14 by the Physicians as 
urgent cases, and the remainder by the Lord Lieutenants warrant. 

Ten out of the 43 admissions were cases of relapse, one oi ^ them 
having been in the Asylum five times. In 1 4 cases out ot the . 
discharged recovered, the duration of the disease previous to admis- 
sion did not exceed three, andthe period during which they were 
under treatment in the Asylum was in five cases under six, months,. 
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The educational condition of the patients in this Asylum stands 
comparatively low, 87 of the 212 being unable to read or write ; 
while the single preponderate over the married in the ratio of 100 
to 40. 

The proportion which the curable cases bear to the incurable is 
very small, the former class amounting to only 43, while the latter 
comprises 169, or nearly four-fifths of the entire number. 

The amusement and occupation of the inmates is carefully looked 
after, the male portion being afforded every facility to enjoy the 
sports to which they had been accustomed, and the females fur- 
nished with suitable amusements. Of the 25 Governors who 
constitute the Board, 13 take an active part in the management of 
the Asylum, and by their constant attendance and vigilance evince 
the most lively interest in its welfare. 

The total expenditure during the year amounted to £4,444 1 8s. Id.; 
being at the rate of £20 Os. 9 d. per head per annum. 

The Asylum was duly visited in the course of the year, the In- 
spector finding reason, as on previous occasions, to feel satisfied with 
its condition under the efficient management of its resident medical 
superintendent, and his colleague. 

The following Minutes were entered on the Visitors’ Book of 
the Asylum on the occasions of special visits during the year : — 

“January 17, 180S. — I this day minutely inspected the Killamey 
District Asylum, and have the satisfaction to report, for the informa- 
tion of the Board of Governors, that I found it in excellent order, par- 
ticularly those portions of it, and the most important, appertaining to 
the lunatic inmates. Their beds arid bedding were remarkably clean 
and in good repair ; the corridors, day-rooms, and dormitories, warm 
and at the same time well ventilated ; the female divisions particularly 
neat in every detail, in fact the whole establishment generally I consi- 
der to be in a most creditable condition. I could, however, desire that 
the rooms occupied by the male attendants were kept with more regu- 
larity and a greater regard to cleanliness. I had reason, too, to find 
fault with'the state of the bedroom in which the cook and housemaid 
sleep, as well as with the state of two of the store-rooms filled with 
lumber principally, but still containing articles of almost daily use. 
It would be advisable to have shelves and a cupboard or two placed, 
along the walls of these rooms. 

“ The sanitary condition of this institution is highly satisfactory, 
one patient only out of 207 being confined to bed by illness. 

“ I examined the provisions, which all appeared of good quality. 
The clerk and storekeeper informs me that the contractors afford no 
cause of complaint. 

“ The male patients, with three or four exceptions, were out of doors, 
many being industriously employed on the grounds. On inquiring 
individually into each case, with Drs. Lawler and Murphy, I am of 
opinion that not more than five or six could with propriety be sent 
out of the Asylum, even if the poorhouse authorities of the union to 
which they belong were disposed to receive them. 

“ On some subjects of detail connected with improvements, I have 
spoken with the resident Physician who will bring them under the 
notice of the Board in due course. 

‘‘ With respect to queries directed to be addressed to the Inspectors, 
at the last meeting of the Governors, I would observe— 
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« xhat there is no exemption in the Lunacy Acts releasing Killahney 

Asylums from the obligation of having contract bonds, &c., stamped in As _^ M - 
the usual manner. 2nd — X apprehend the Board of Governors have 
no authority or legal power to recover the amount undertaken to be 
paid for the support oflunatics in a District Asylum, as, strictly speaking, 
such an institution was erected solely for ' the insane Poor,' and was 
not intended for paying patients, the latter being admitted altogether 
through the benevolent feelings of the Board. 

u with reference to tire power of the Board to order the discharge 
of E. M‘S., it is discretionary with it to act as it deems fit, on a certi- 
ficate from the two Physicians, that although continuing to be insane 
she may be removed without reasonable apprehension of danger to 
herself or others. 

“It should, however, he remembered that destitution, as m poor- 
houses, is not the proper test of a person being & pauper lunatic or 
belonging to the class ‘ insane poor.’ 

“September 30, 1S63.— I have to enter a most favourable report of 
the condition of the, Killarney District Asylum, which in its various 
details of management appears to he very satisfactory. The house is 
maintained with marked cleanliness, order, and regularity, while the 
patients themselves, as a body, are well and comfortably clad, and so 
healthy that of the total 220 not. one is confined to bed by illness, 
or under any denomination of personal restraint. The beds and 
bedding in the dormitories, single as well as associated, are kept with 
becoming neatness. The corridors and day-rooms are fresh and well 
ventilated. In my last report X had to find fault with the negligent 
manner in which some of the attendants kept their own apartments, 

I now find a material improvement in them. Altogether the .state of 
this Institution is highly creditable to the governors, and the officers 
and servants connected with it. 

“ The male side of the house is fully occupied, while there are thirty 
female vacancies. I find in it eight paying patients.^ On a former 
occasion I directed the attention of the Board to the subject of payment 
in regard to the inmates of District Asylums, and at its desire a case 
was submitted for the opinion of the Law Adviser, and subsequently 
for that of the Attorney and Solicitor-General. I now find that the 
opinion of the latter, 'which support the views expressed by me, has 
not been forwarded as yet to the Governors. On my return to Dublin 
I shall have it sent down for their information. 

“ The question of increased accommodation must, I apprehend, 
quickly occupy the attention of the Board. It appears to me that the 
easiest and most economical mode of obtaining it would be by the 
conversion of the day-rooms on the third or uppermost floor into doi- 
mitories, and by partitioning off (as has been done in Kilkenny) a por- 
tion of the corridor for sleeping purposes, thus from twenty to thirty addi- 
tional beds can he made available. This arrangement would, however, 
necessitate the erection of a large and commodious shed at the rear oi the 
buildings, which would serve asa general day and work-room. I at present 
merely throw out the above as a suggestion, as the details oi -this 
arrangement could only be entered on satisfactorily, and discussed at 
a meeting of the Board. 

“ On reference to the hook of attendance, I perceive that the extern 
officers are most regular in their visits. „ 

“The provisions which I examined appeared to be of good quality. 
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Limerick LIMERICK. 

Asylum ' This Institution, notwithstanding the crowded condition of its 
various wards during the past year, has, nevertheless, Been most 
satisfactory in its working. The sanitary state of the house has 
been generally healthy, and no epidemic occurred. 

Improvements. In our last report the completion of the new chapel and of the 
Turkish Bath was observed upon, and we are glad to find that 
these improvements have been productive of the best results. 

Considerable advantage, too, accrued front the new laundry, 
which has recently been finished, the former arrangements having 
been most defective and inconvenient. 

We had also occasion to refer in our Twelfth Report to the fact 
that the Asylum books did not appear to be kept as accurately as 
could be desired, and we are now happy to report that a very 
great improvement has taken place in this respect. 

Want of a The want of proper refectory accommodation is much felt, hut 
refectory. pending the completion of the new Asylum at Ennis, we do not 

think it would be judicious to undertake any considerable altera- 
tions, as the removal of the Clare patients will leave an amount of 
space unoccupied in the Asylum that can best he allocated when 
that time shall have arrived, for it would be extremely difficult to 
arrange in advance as to how the rooms to be vacated can he turned 
to the greatest advantage, or indeed what portion of the Asylum 
may need to he re-organized or remodelled. The statistical re- 
turns, which are given in detail in the Appendix, show very satis- 
factory results. 

Amusements. The amusements provided for the patients, and which we com- 
mented upon in our last report as being of a very limited character, 
though increased, are still insufficient. We recommend the insti- 
tution of a band, occasional excursions beyond the bounds of the 
Asylum, and periodical assemblies for recreation : means which 
have been attended elsewhere with the happiest effects. 

Inspector's The following are the special reports of our visitations during 
the year:— r 6 

“ February 24, 1 863 — The general condition of the Limerick District 
Asylum, on examination of it this day, I find to be satisfactory. The 
number of patients 4 1 8 — 208 males, 2 1 0 females — 154 of the aggregate 
being chargeable to Clare, the remainder to Limerick county and city. 

“No inmate of the Establishment is under restraint, and two only 
confined to bed by bodily illness. The day, sleeping-rooms, cells and 
corridors were, on the whole, cleanly and well ventilated. The bed- 
ding all through the house seems to be good. In the dormitories, 
occupied by tranquil patients, and which are in part flagged, I think 
it would be advisable to have matting at the bed sides ;• and that small 
stoves should be erected and used in damp and cold weather at the 
corner of the returns on the lower corridors, where the cells are occu- 
pied by the refractory classes. 

“ I regret to observe on the wretched condition of the laundry, in 
which I see no less than twenty-three females actually jammed against 
each other at the wash tubs, for want of space ; bad as the laundry 
was before it is now much worse and more confined by the room taken 
from it for the Turkish Bath. Everything connected with the de- 
partment is in the worst repair ; a fact which, on inspection, the Go- 
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vernors will have ample opportunity of noticing, particularly on wash- 
ing days. X would therefore respectfully urge the attention of the 
Board to the propriety of improvements therein. 

“ I examined the boohs, &e., &c., which seem to be kept with due 
regularity, and was glad to see that the Clerk and Storekeeper keeps 
a record of the quality of the provisions, a most wholesome check 
over the contractors. 

“ The Chaplains and visiting Physicians attend regularly, entering 
their visits on such occasions.” 

“May 3, 1863. — On my inspection of tire Limerick Asylum this 
day, its general condition was very satisfactory. The rooms and corri- 
dors were clean and orderly, and the bedding particularly neat all 
through the establishment. The patients, both male and female, ap- 
pear to be carefully attended to. I have frequently observed that the 
female lunatics belonging to this District were more excitable than in 
any other in Ireland. I never had occasion to notice it more than on 
the present visit. None of them, however, were under any restraint. 
I saw the inmates at dinner, the men within doors principally, and the 
women outside in their airing courts — an arrangement which, in the 
absence of regular refectory accommodation, can be well adopted in the 
summer months. 

“ The sanitary state of the house is good though more crowded than 
it ever has been, the total number of patients being 4 a 9, 211 males 
and 218 females, of which aggregates 197 are chargeable to the county 
of Limerick, 73 to the city, and 159 to Clare. 

“I examined the statutory books, which are correctly kept; but 
neither the dietary book nor that for the daily issue of stores as directed 
by the Privy Council rules, has been as yet replaced. The Clerk and 
Storekeeper exercises a strict supervision over the articles contracted 
for, rejecting them when of inferior quality,” 

“December, 1863. — I this day inspected the Limerick District Asy- 
lum, and Bnd in it a greater number of patients than on any former 
visit— a total of 438, 221 males and 2 1 7 females. They are chargeable — 
78 of the two sexes to the city of Limerick, or about one to every 600 
of its inhabitants at large ; 1 96 to the county of Limerick, or about one 
to every 1,400 ; and 164 to the county of Clare, or about one to every 
1,700 of the population of the county. It is needless to comment then 
on the necessity of having the additional accommodation for the Dis- 
trict established at Ennis. 

“ There are two female patients here, who, I think, would be more 
suitably placed in a private licensed house, as I am informed their 
means afford it; and, considering the great pressure on the Asylum, it 
should be reserved altogether for the insane poor. 

“ The establishment generally, though much over-crowded, appears 
to be in good order. The bedding clean and comfortable. I cannot 
but consider the sanitary condition of the Establishment remarkably 
favourable, as evidenced by the broad fact that only two of its inmates 
are confined to bed by illness. I think it advisable that the patients, 
both male and female, should take exercise in the open ground at the 
rear of the building (and for which proper walks have been constructed), 
when the weather is dry and temperate. 

“ The laundry, I am happy to observe, is at length finished and sub- 
stantially good. 

“I examined the various hooks which are now being adopted in 
accordance with the Privy Council rales. 

“The Clerk and Storekeeper in his daily entries gives on the 
whole favourable returns of the contracts."

Asylum. 

— The Londonderry Asylum contained, between both sexes 232 
inmates on the 31st December last — 117 males and 115 females- 
fully 60 more than under ordinary circumstances it should accom’ 
modate. Such, however, is the pressure on this small institution" 
from two important comities, that for years it has been much over- 
crowded. 

The. new establishment at Letterkeimy is now so far advanced 
that within a year we anticipate it will he furnished, when the 
Donegal patients, amounting to 140, will be removed to it. 

Statistics. Of the entire number (23 2) above mentioned, 30 only are re- 

turned as curable, the remainder, or 87 per cent., being incurable. 
With such, a mass of chronic cases the recoveries cannot'be expected 
to indicate any very encouraging result. The discharged, however 
as cured, during the year, 13 males and 12 females, constitute a pro- 
portion of 40 per cent, on the admissions, 62 ; of which 24 were by- 
transference under your Excellency’s warrant; the rest, with the 
exception of five urgent cases, received by the Resident Physician 
pending the usual monthly meetings, being by order of the Board 
of Governors. And here it may be repeated, as elsewhere, that 
the paramount advantages of early treatment were perceptible, as 
in the cured the duration of disease prior to admission did not in 
any instance exceed six months, and in ten fell short of one. In 
illustration, too, of the difficulty with which the classification of 
curable and incurable is beset, when the mental powers are not 
totally subdued,- we may observe that one individual was restored 
to reason after a residence of nearly ten years in the Asylum. 

Twenty deaths occurred during the year from natural causes. 
This amount, 8*77 per cent., far from excessive, is above the general 
mortality in Irish Asylums. Fortunately there was no accident, no 
suicide, or attempt thereat, during the year; neither was there an 
escape. 

The prevalence of a hereditary tendency to insanity in the Lon- 
donderry District is exhibited very strongly by the return of the 
assigned causes of mental derangement among the patients belong- 
ing to it; for in the cases in which they had been accurately ascer- 
tained, no less than 54 were ascribed to that cause alone, and par- 
ticularly with parties from the mountain ranges of Donegal, where 
hitherto, from want of general means of communication and more 
clannish habits, intermarriages may have been more prevalent. 
Enumerated among the more immediate degrees of relationship 
are three brothers, two sisters, a brother and sister, two first- 
cousins, &c. 

The educational condition of the inmates is very low, nearly one- 
half being unable either to read or write. 

The single, as elsewhere, largely predominate, being 150 to 58 
married. 

The returns of occupation are very satisfactory, four -fifths of the 
total average of patients appearing to have been constantly em- 
ployed, the majority of the men in agriculture, and the women in 
spinning, needlework, washing, &c. 

These engagements are, however, varied by occupations of a 
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lighter and more agreeable kind, such as ball-playing, cards, draughts, Lokdonmkbt 
battle-door, by the men; and dancing, music, reading, instruction, ' 

&c., for all fit to participate therein. 

On our different inspections we have found the house, considering 
it to be very inconveniently crowded, in a desirable condition, clean, 
and orderly; but until the Letterkenny Asylum is occupied, no im- 
provements (and many are required) can be undertaken. 

Attached to the Asylum are twenty-nine acres, around which Change of >ii. 
the city is gradually extending; in fact, at no distant period, judg- ™ r “ Wo ' 
ingfrom present appearances, the farm will be in the centre of Derry, 
which to be enlarged at its seaward side must pass the Asylum alto- 
gether. We have reason to think that enterprising gentlemen in 
that city are disposed to purchase the concern, grounds, and all — 
in fact, we were applied to on the subject. 

If this offer was sufficiently liberal in tbe opinion of the local 
authorities, it would, in our opinion, he far more advisable to erect 
a new Asylum on one of the many rural and suitable elevations in 
the neighbourhood than to incur additional expenses in adding to 
and repairing an old building, deficient in all modern improvements. 

In no Asylum in Ireland is there a larger and more constant 
attendance of Governors than at Derry. 



MARYBOROUGH. Maryborough 

Asylum. 

The various matters suggested by us for improving or increasing 
the accommodation at this Asylum have either been already carried 
out or are progressing towards completion — they comprise an addi- 
tion for sixty patients, infirmary accommodation, a new chapel, 
lavatories, water-closets, enlarged kitchen, and provision store, <fcc. 

We are happy to say that the expectations expressed in our Twelfth. 

Report have been fully realized, and that, under the management 
of the new resident medical superintendent, Doctor Shiell, the con- 
dition of the Institution and of its inmates continues to he most 
satisfactory. 

The number of patients resident on 31st December, 1862, was Admissions, 
191. 46 admissions took place during the year, 8 of them being 180 arg€S ’ c * 
cases of relapse. The total number under treatment was, therefore, 

237. 20 patients were discharged perfectly recovered, and. 8 im- 
proved. 17 deaths, all from natural causes, occurred within the 
year, or 9 per cent, on the daily average under treatment. The 
recoveries amounted to 43*48 per cent, on the admissions, a very 
satisfactory average, particularly as it appears there were only 52 
patients classed as probably curable remaining in the Asylum at 
the end of the year out of an aggregate of 188 lunatics. 

There has been a slight increase in the average cost per head 
per annum arising from temporary causes, not from any increase 
in the actual expenditure for the maintenance of patients. 

In our last report we observed upon the paucity of amusements Amusement*, 
provided for the patients in this Asylum, and we are now glad to 
be able to say that the remarks we then made have not been inef- 
fectual. A hall-court has been erected at a cost of £110, and the 

c 
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Maryborough amusement of the inmates in various ways has, the resident Medical 
•^ S - TLIJM ‘ ' Superintendent states in his annual report, been strictly attended 
to. We regret, however, to observe that nothing has yet been 
done towards the formation of a band of music, but we trust that 
some steps will be taken for that purpose during the current year. 
The consulting and visiting Physician, Doctor Jacob, having resigned 
his office, his son, a fully qualified practitioner, was appointed thereto. 

Visits of The following are from our reports of inspection during the year, 

— and the statistics of the Asylum will be found in detail in the 
Appendix : — 

“ March 23, 1863.— I have this day inspected the Maryborough 
District Lunatic Asylum, and found the corridors, day-rooms, and dor- 
mitories, particularly clean and well ventilated. The several alterations 
and improvements made within the last few months have added much 
to the comfort and well-being of both the patients and attendants,' 
reflecting great credit on the Resident Physician, who is evidently most 
zealous in the discharge of his duties.” 

“April 25, 1863. — On my inspection of the Maryborough District 
Lunatic Asylum this day, I find it presenting its usual appearance of 
extreme cleanliness and good order as to the day-rooms, dormitories, 
and corridors. I examined the bedding — which is mostly of straw — it 
is very clean and fresh. The bedclothes, particularly the blankets, 
require washing ; the quilts are, very many of them, so worn, that I 
would suggest their being renewed. The bedsteads, which are very 
old, and many of them in bad order, require painting ; or, what would 
be better, to get rid of them altogether, and substitute new of a different 
make in their stead. 

“ There are at present in the Institution 57 males and 52 females 
belonging to the King’s county ; and 41 males and 41 females, belong- 
ing to the Queen’s county, making in all 191 inmates, leaving 7 
vacancies on the female side of the house to complete the full number. 

“ On the female side I found a great proportion of the patients 
■ employed in knitting, sewing, and in the laundry. The men are 
employed at out-door work on the lands. All the inmates appeared 
most tranquil and orderly, none being under restraint but one female, 
confined to her room from temporary excitement. 

“ On going over the land I found that Dr. Shiell has had walks made 
. f° exercise separately the sexes. The line of separation is being made 
of rustic paling, which presents a most cheerful appearance. 

“ I beg to suggest, for the consideration of the Governors, the very 
great comfort it would be to the patients, having cocoa-fibre matting 
placed on the corridors ; it would also add much to the cheerfulness of 
the day-rooms, if the walls were hung with pictures.” 

^ July 13, 1863.— I this day inspected the Maryborough District 
Lunatic Asylum, containing 191 patients — 108 chargeable to the King’s 
and 83 to the Queen’s county — of the total, two males are confined to 
bed by illness — no female. With this fact before me, I cannot but 
regard the sanitary condition of this establishment as particularly 
favourable, and indicative of a careful and judicious system of treatment, 
on the part of the resident Medical Superintendent. I saw all the 
inmates, and consider that due attention lias been exercised in ad- 
ministering to their creature comforts. They were, as a body, well 
clad, orderly, and tranquil, very many of them industriously occupied 
in and out of doors, and none under any kind of restraint. The house 
itself is cleanly in its various divisions. The day-rooms, corridors, 
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dormitories, ancl single sleeping apartments, appear to me to be kept 
m a satisfactory state, and fully ventilated. I cannot, however, but 
remark on the great want of comfortable furniture throughout the wards 
—six chairs only, in an Institution containing 191 inmates, constitute 
but a very sorry allowance, particularly as there is not a single form 
with a back. I have requested the resident Physician to bring these 
deficiencies, as well as others connected with water-closets, and the 
supply of pure water, under the observation of the Board at its next 
meeting." 

We have reason to anticipate that the requisites above referred 
to will he provided before the termination of the contract for budd- 
ing and the general improvements which are now in progress.

MULLINGAR. Mullingar 

The patients in this Asylum have been steadily increasing in 
numbers during the year. At the date of our last report they 
amounted to 273 — 126 males and 147 females; the number resi- 
dent on 31st December last being 305 — 150 males and 155 females, 
showing an increase within the year of 32 patients, and 5 over the 
accommodation, originally intended for 300 lunatics. This circum- 
stance, coupled with the insufficiency of room in the Richmond 
Asylum for the lunatics of the city and county of Dublin (so long 
as the insane of the counties of W icklow and Louth have to be pro- 
vided for therein), which was not only commented on by us in our 
annual reports from year to year, but has also formed the subject of 
representations to Government from the civic authorities, induced Proposed sepa- 
us to look forward to the formation of a new district, to consist of 
the counties of Meath, separated from Mullingar, and Louth, from • 
Richmond, as the best means of meeting the difficulty; but this 
proposition will be discussed when we shall review the condition 
of lunatics in gaols. 

The statistics of the year are given in detail in the Appendix, 
and as nothing occurs in them that would seem to call for observa- 
tion, we do not feel it necessary to enter into them in this part of 
our report. On the subject of amusement, however, we may 
observe that very great progress has been already made. W e Amusements of 
stated in our last report that we have frequently suggested that P* twnt “- 
steps should be taken towards the formation of a band, as 
nothing had then been done in that direction. The hesitation felt 
on the subject was owing, we believe, to an impression which pre- 
vailed in the minds of the local authorities that it would be very 
difficult, not to say impossible, to organize one — that a sufficient 
number of persons capable of being taught could not be found in 
the Asylum, and that the patients would show little disposition or, 
ability to learn. The following observations contained in a recent 
statement furnished by the resident Medical Superintendent do not 
confirm the apprehensions so entertained : — “ A brass band has been 
lately established, under the guidance of a regular master, and 
indeed it is a source of great wonder, as well as gratification, to all 
connected with the Asylum, to witness the aptitude of many of the 
patients to acquire a knowledge of music, the good effect of which 
is remarkably visible amongst the entire of the patients.’’ We can, 
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from personal observation, fully corroborate the above, having list- 
ened with great pleasure to the very creditable performance of the 
band in the recreation-hall of the Asylum, and observed its cheering 
and enlivening effects upon the patients who were present on the 
occasion. 

The following reports were made by us on several visits of 
inspection, and will give perhaps a more accurate idea of the actual 
condition of the Institution and its working than any general ob- 
servations we could make : — 

“ January 26, 1863- — Visited and inspected the house, containing at 
this date 279 patients— 130 males and 149 females. I found it very 
orderly and comfortable and with an abundant supply of fires most 
necessary in this inclement weather, and than which nothing can tend 
more to the health and well-being of the insane. I notice a deficiency 
of indoor means of amusement and occupation. At the Richmond for 
some time past, and now in other Irish Asylums, there are schools, and 
though no great progress can possibly be expected in them, still they 
afford a temporary engagement for the mind. 

“ I have requested the Manager on his next visit to Dublin to go to. 
the Richmond Asylum and see the schools there. 

“ The Board of Education will supply the Asylum with books, &c." 

“March 7, 1863 — I inspected tho Mullingar District Asylum this 
day, and have reason to report satisfactorily of it. I saw all the patients, 
of whom one only is confined to bed by illness — none under restraint 
of any description. The house is now all but occupied, there being 
but fourteen vacancies ; so, as I have already observed, great discretion 
should be exercised by the Board in the selection of suitable applicants 
for admission. On this my visit I found some of the sewers were 
opened, and that the resident Physician had been examining into the 
causes whence the deficiency of a due supply of rainwater from the 
roofs of the building arose. It appears to me highly advisable that the 
Board of Governors should have the matter fully investigated, and, if 
necessary, the means of obtaining additional facilities for securing a 
supply of soft water, so essential for laundry and other purposes. 

“I think an excessive expenditure for coals exists in this Asylum 
from stokeries and an almost useless kitchen-range, a.n over expenditure 
of from £80 to £1 00 a-year. I would therefore recommend the Gover- 
nors to consider the propriety of erecting a range such as that at the 
Sligo Asylum, which was constructed by the Messrs. Hodges, of Dublin, 
with the best results, both as to a great economy of fuel and general 
utility.” 

“ May 11, 1863.' — I have this day inspected the Mullingar District 
Lunatic Asylum ; there are at present in the Institution the following 
number of patients : — 

BO males and 68 females. Total, 118, from Westmeath. 

>» „ Total, 1 14, from Meath. 

’> 30 )j Total, 5 6, from Longford. 

Making in all 288, leaving twelve vacancies. Having examined each 
patient, I find them all presenting a most satisfactory appearance, both 
as to their clothing and personal cleanliness : their bodily health is very 
good, but. one being confined to bed. The day being wet they were 
occupied in the several day-rooms— the men with cards, periodicals, 
and newspapers — the women were engaged knitting, sewing, &c.; and 
all were (with some exceptions in the refractory divisions) quiet, orderly, 
and contented, and those that were capable of expressing their feelings 
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spoke in grateful terms of the kind treatment they received from Dr. 
Berkeley and the Officers under him. I minutely examined into the 
general state of the house, and found the day-rooms, corridors, and 
dormitories particularly clean, and well ventilated ; the beds, bedding, 
and bed-clothes are very clean and in good order, with the exception 
of the coverlets, many of which are worn out and require to be renewed. 
On the occasion of my last visit I observed on the state of the water- 
closets on the male side, which were very much out of order, and recom- 
mended immediate attention to them. I now find that they are being 
repaired and hnproved by having the seats leaded and urinals placed 
in each — those that are finished are very perfect, being easily kept clean 
and free from unwholesome odour. Several of the doors in the passages 
require painting, not only for appearance sake hut for the preservation 
of the wood. I would suggest for the consideration of the Board their 
directing plain, lead-coloured paint to be used instead of grained oak, 
as being more preservative and less expensive. 

“ On looking over the land X find that several improvements have 
been made, such as levelling fences, making walks, &e. There is a 
good stock of vegetables, and the other crops are remarkably clean and 
healthy.” 

"August 3, 1863.— I have this day inspected the Mullingar District 
Lunatic Asylum, and have to report favourably on the general condition 
of the establishment as to cleanliness and order, the beds, bedding, and 
dormitories, as also the corridors and day-rooms are kept in very credit- 
able condition. 

“ The patients, all of whom I have personally inspected, appear to 
be carefully attended to. 

“ The sanitary state of the house is very satisfactory, there being 
only two women and one man confined to bed. 

“I found the women chiefly employed at needlework, the men at 
agricultural labour on the grounds, which are kept in very good order, 
producing most excellent crops. 

“ The in-door occupation is principally reading, but I should like to 
see a more liberal supply of other means of amusement, such as baga- 
telle tables, draughts, &c. A musical band would be very desirable, the 
enlivening effects of which prove most beneficial in the Asylums in which 
it is established. 

“ The possible failure of a sufficient supply of water for the establish- 
ment, having but one pump well, has been more than once brought 
under the notice of the Governors, who, as I am informed by the Resi- 
dent Medical Superintendent, at once sanction the sinking of a second 
well, and directed that tenders should be invited for that purpose, but 
as yet none have been offered. 

“ I regret to find that the anticipated failure now exists, the water- 
closets and lavatories being this day without water. 

** On going over the grounds the Manager pointed out a site for a 
pump-well, where, from its position, there was every likelihood that a 
good supply of water could be obtained at a reasonable expense ; X 
therefore recommend that a pump be sunk without further delay. 

“ I would also recommend that window-curtains be put up in the 
corridors, sleeping-rooms, and day-rooms on the female side, which 
could be of an inexpensive material and made up by the patients ; and 
that seats with backs and small tables be placed in the corridors on. 
both sides ; this would be a great advantage to the patients in wet 
weather as they then would not be confined or crowded together in. 
their day-rooms.” 

“ Novemler 9, 1863. — On my visit to the Mullingar District Lunatic 
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Asylum this day X found its general condition very satisfactory. I 
regret there are in it only five available vacancies, so that probably in the 
course of a couple of months the house will be fully occupied. I have 
requested the Eesident Medical Superintendent and Visiting Physician 
to submit to the Board at its next meeting a list of those inmates who 
being simply idiotic and imbecile, without any dangerous tendencies 
might be removed to their respective localities and placed in the union 
workhouse, wherein, with a little care and a better scale of dietary than 
is afforded to ordinary paupers, they can be safely maintained, other- 
wise the gaols of the district will become receptacles for dangerous 
lunatics, while really urgent and curable cases, for want of proper ac- 
commodation and treatment, may become incurable, and thus perpetual 
burthens on the ratepayers of the counties of Meath, Westmeath, and 
Longford. 

“ There are various points requiring immediate attention in this 
Asylum, but particularly referable to dampness in the halls and cor- 
ridors, the state of the sewerage, and the supply of soft water. 

“ I have directed the Clerk and Storekeeper to keep an exact return 
of the quantity of coal as issued respectively for the different depart- 
ments in the Institution — the laundry, kitchen, officers’ apartments, 
divisions numerically, &c., &c., both male and female. 

“ The sanitary state of the patients is highly favourable, and every 
credit is due for them judicious management, both medically and 
morally. 

“ 1 heard with great satisfaction the performance of the band, which, 
considering the short period since its establishment, has made much 
progress. 

“The visits of the -extern officers appear, from the daily statement 
book, to be regular.” 



OMAGH. 

The sanitary condition of the inmates of this Asylum has been 
throughout the past year very satisfactory, and particularly so 
during the winter season, as compared with former ones. The 
admissions, from a,want of accommodation, were less by seventeen 
than in the preceding twelve months, while the recoveries were 
more numerous — viz., 61 to 57. 

There has also been a decrease in the number of deaths, equiva- 
lent to a fourth — viz., from 32 to 24, and which the Resident 
Medical Superintendent attributes, in some manner, to the great 
improvement made in the clothing of the inmates, on the deficiency 
of which we observed in our last report. 

Nothing of a remarkable nature occurred in this Asylum during 
the period under consideration, with the exception of an accidental 
death from an overdose of morphia, administered to a patient by 
an attendant. A coroner’s inquest was held in the case, and we 
ourselves also fully inquired into the circumstances. 

It appeared that the patient, who was sufferingfrom cough, hadbeen 
taking medicine prescribed for him by the consulting and visiting 
Physician, the dose being a table-spoonful three times a day, this 
was subsequently altered to a mixture of morphia, the written 
directions on the label being a tea-spoonful three times a day. The 
bottle was left in the room occupied by the attendant who had 
charge of the patient, during his absence, and his attention was 
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not therefore specially directed to the change that had been made, Omaqh 
and as the two medicines resembled each other, he, without read- Asll,UM ' 
mg the directions, administered a table-spoonful of the mixture of 
morphia, supposing it to be the same medicine as that which the 
patient had been taking previously. This dose was repeated twice, 
and death ensued. The Coroner’s jury found a verdict of man- 
slaughter against the attendant, but the Grand Jury assembled at 
the ensuing assizes, on a full consideration of the facts, ignored the 
bills of indictment. 

We alluded in our last report to the dampness of the southern Improvements 
and western wings of the building, and have now to observe that 
measures were duly taken by the Board to remedy the defect, and, 
as the resident Medical Superintendent reports, with success. 

We also commented on the insufficiency of the means of amuse- 
ment provided for the patients, expressing a hope to see a band 
soon established. This latter suggestion, we are glad to find, has 
been adopted, and the band, which has been organized, is reported 
to be not only a source of enjoyment to the patients, but in many 
instances to exercise a beneficial influence over them. 

The following is an extract taken from the report made on an 
inspection of the Asylum on March 26, 1863: — 

“I visited the Omagh District Asylum this day, and found it very 
dean and orderly, both as to the day-rooms and sleeping corridors. 

Many improvements have been lately effected, such as pointing the 
walls, and the formation of sculleries in the divisions. There appears 
so much difficulty iu keeping the water-closets in order, that I would 
strongly recommend MncFarland’s patent water-closet lately erected in 
the new part of the Omagh Gaol, to be substituted for those at present 
here, which are very defective, unsatisfactory, and impossible to keep 
clean and free from bad odour. 

“ I am informed by Dr. West, that the Eoman Catholic burial ground 
is so over-crowded, that he has received verbal notice from the Chaplain 
that no more interments can take place there. Under these circumstances 
I would suggest to the Board their taking’ into consideration the neces- 
sity of either enclosing a pieoe of ground within the walls, or taking 
some in the immediate neighbourhood, Which would form a cemetery 
for both the Protestant and Eoman Catholic patients.” 

Since then the proposed closets have been introduced, but no 
decision has been come to by the Board with regard to a burial 
ground. 

The cold, comfortless condition of some of the dormitories noticed im^rovmiMti 
in a later report still exists, hut we trust to see it remedied in the 6 1 
approaching summer months. A proposal for heating a portion of 
the house was submitted to the Commissioners of Control, but being 
deemed unsatisfactory, has not been sanctioned by them. As the dry- 
ing rooms attached to thelaundry are insufficient, both the improve- 
ments may be carried out under one contract. The pleasure grounds 
and terraces in front of the house are now tastefully laid down, and 
ornamented with a variety of shrubs and evergreens ; but the farm, 
comprising only 24 acres, is evidently too small for the general 
number of male patients, 160, in the Asylum. Promsixteento twenty 
acres should be taken in addition, and which from their position, 
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scarcely a hundred yards distant at the south-west side from portions 
of the bmldmg, it would be particularly advantageous to ob- 
tain VVe have already directed the attention of the Governors 
to the subject, being among other reasons induced to do so from 
the conviction that the purchase of the land iu question would 
ultimately prove very economical, and that by having milk supplied 
altogether from the farm, and not partially, as at present, a much 
superior and cheaper article would be had. In support of our 
opinion, we may observe, that last year, after paying all expenses 
including the Steward’s salary and other allowances, there was a 
net profit, between produce sold and consumed at home, of £185 
9s. 7 d. The Asylum is now so folly occupied that it will require 
great discrimination in selecting cases for admission, otherwise the 
gaols of Fermanagh and Tyrone mil, as formerly, be made recep- 
tacles for dangerous lunatics. ' 

The Omagh Board of Governors is particularly regular in its 
meetings, some, too, of the most frequent attendants having to come 
to them from distant portions of the district. 



KICHMOND. 

. ^he Richmond Asylum contained on the Slst December 680 
inmates. The admissions during the year were exactly the same 
as m the preceding twelvemonth— viz., 158 ; while the recoveries, 
it is satisfactory to notice, were not only greater in 1863 by 9 
per cent., but the deaths, on a similar aggregate of patients, pro- 
portionably less. The cures, if calculated on admissions, were at 
the rate of 50 in the 100, and 11 (38 if on the daily average under 
treatment. In 45 out of 79 actually recovered, insanity had not 
existed over six months ; a fact exemplifying the greater curability 
of the disease wheu promptly attended to. The mortality was 
principally caused by cerebral or pulmonary affections — almost all 
of a chrome character; and no death resulted ‘during the year 
trom accident, suicide, or ‘violence. 

In the Richmond, from its larger number of inmates, more im- 
me late opportunities are afforded for acquiring statistical infor- 
mation than in any other District Asylum; and what are furnished 
, om it corroborates what is obtained elsewhere through minor 
etaus. The single are three times more numerous than the 
married; while the probably curable among 680 do not exceed 
, 01 little more than a seventh of the whole. As showing, 
® ^tent of committals of lunatics to gaol as dangerous, a 
na ol the lo8 admitted during the year were from prisons under 
your Excellency’s warrant. 

From the pressure of applicants in the usual form at Board 
mee mgs, many of them, too, of great urgency, the resident and 
visiting Physicians selected some quiet but hopeless cases, as, in 
i? ir removable to the respective union workhouses 

when their changeability was ascertained, but the local Poor Law 
tauarcuans would not recognise their claims. Hence, and from 
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tlie great number of insane committed to the metropolitan gaols, 
no district in Ireland is, relatively speaking, so limited in its s ™'- 
lunatic accommodation as the Richmond. 

The educational state of the patients, as remarked in our last School 
annual Report, is favourable. The regular establishment of schools, e-tabUshed. 
and their being placed under the National Board, -was princi- 
pally effected through the exertions of the resident Physician. 

The daily attendance at them, independent of singing and music 
classes, during the past year, was 58 males and 89 females.. Much 
progress cannot he expected in learning from insane pnpils pre- 
viously uneducated, still their time, from a regular system of 
teaching, becomes usefully occupied, while habits of discipline and 
quietude are inculcated by tlieir teachers. Thus far the introduc- 
tion of schools has been productive of unquestionable benefit. 

Socially speaking, in no institution with which we are acquainted Amusemsntsof 
is more attention bestowed on the comforts, amusements, and occu- P atlenta - ■ 
pation of the patients, than in the Richmond. On these points it 
has certainly made a great advance within the last few years. The 
dietary is as full, good, and varied, as could be desired, and the 
supply of clothing ample. Suitable books for reading and light 
periodicals are liberally supplied. Games in and out of doors ; 
dancing and singing parties are encouraged ; and we are gratified 
to observe that the pleasure grounds and farm, together over sixty 
acres, are at length well and neatly laid down, principally by the 
patients, who daily average 80 at out-door work, while in other 
manual occupations about 90 are generally employed. The number 
of females in the laundry, or engaged in needlework, knitting, clean- 
ing the house, &c., amounts to 200, one day with another. 

The work-rooms, four in number — originally a collection of 
dark and gloomy cells or small dormitories, which were thrown 
down and reconstructed for their present use in 1862 are well 
lighted and commodious; last year they were painted, papered, 
and comfortably furnished. 

The average cost per head, in 1863, was £23 14s. 1 1 &., as against 
£26 10s. 4 d. for the preceding twelvemonth; the excess for 1862 
being mainly caused by the structural alterations just. referred to, 
and to sundry repairs throughout the buildings, which were all 
charged to the then current account. In our next Report we hope 
to record another diminution of expenses, as about £1,600 were 
laid out last year on some additions and the purchase of new fur- 
niture and bedding. . 

The farm has been remunerative ; the net profits returned, alter 
.meeting an outlay of £171 16s., being £156 10s. 

The distribution of patients from the different component por- 
tions of the district on the 31st December was as follows 362 
were chargeable to Dublin city, with a population of 240/100 ; 157 
to the county of Dublin population, 160,000; 73 to Wicklow, 
population 86,000; and 70 to Louth and Drogheda, population 
88 , 000 . . ... .. 

Thus it appears that as regards population, the metropolitan city 
and county have to support nearly twice as many patients m pro- 
portion as either of the rural counties — a fact referable to the 
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AsS” great and contiaued influx of strangers into them, and the more 
' extensive committal of dangerous lunatics to their gaols. 

The attendance of the Board of the Richmond Asylum is most 
regular, and cannot hut entail serious trouble and inconvenience 
on the Governors, who meet twice in each month; the entire busi- 
ness devolving, it may be said, at present, on eight members. 

Visits of We ourselves visit the establishment constantly, being anxious 

Inspectors. to forward its general working and utility in every way at our 
command, and are happy to observe that the several suggestions 
made by us from time to time have been uniformly carried out.

SLIGO. 

This Asylum has from the date of its opening, in the year 1855 
up to the present time, been conducted in a very efficient manner 
and has attained a deservedly high character in public estimation' 
both as a curative establishment and one in which the comforts 
amusements, and general well-being of the patients are carefully 
attended to. 

The statistics are given in full, as usual, in the Appendix. The 
amusement of the patients continues to engage the earnest atten- 
tion of the Resident Superintendent, and of his subordinates, and 
he has reported to us on the subject in the following terms: 

“As heretofore we have experienced the most happy results 
from the amusing occupations at our disposal. 

“A large number of the patients, male and female, were brought 
into the town to witness the fireworks on the marriage of the Prince 
of Wales; also to the regatta on the Lake, the Christy Minstrels, 
and Mr. M‘Cabe, the celebrated mimic, performed before the pa- 
tients in the large dining-hall. Large parties were taken regularly 
to the sea for bathing during the season. The school progresses 
favourably, and is decidedly beneficial. Several of the patients 
are making considerable progress in music.” 

No escape occurred during the year; but we regret to say that 
there was one case of suicide, a female having hanged herself in 
the bath-room, with a piece of rope composed of cocoa-fibre matting, 
apron-check, and calico, which she had cunningly concealed on her 
person. It was no doubt a very premeditated case ; but it would 
appear from the evidence taken at the inquest that she had not pre- 
viously manifested any suicidal tendency, and as she had pleaded 
illness, eluding the attendants in charge during breakfast hour, 
they were held blameless by the jury, a verdict in which we, under 
the circumstances, concurred. In this Asylum there has been, ever 
since its opening, a larger margin of vacancies than in any other of 
a like size in Ireland, the Board and physicians paying particular 
attention to the admission of patients, and restricting it as far as 
possible to those likely to benefit thereby. 

The reports made by us on the occasions of our visits, are to 
the following effect: — 

“February 16, 1863. — On inspection of the Sligo Asylum I found 
the establishment generally in a most satisfactory state, the patients 
carefully and judiciously attended to, their creature comforts and amuse- 
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meets liberally regarded, and the house at large cleanly, well supplied Sligo 
with ires, and at the same time well ventilated. None of the inmates Asylum. 
were under any kind of restraint whatever, and six only confined to bed 
from bodily indisposition. I examined the provisions, which all 
appeared to me of good quality. The office and other records are regu- 
larly kept. In the course of the spring I think the Asylum generally 
should be re-done up— the wood-work, walls of corridors, day-rooms 
&c. ; and it would materially improve the back-hall if light were ad- 
mitted into it from the front, by the upper wood panels of the cross- 
door being substituted by glass. 

“The total inmates amount to 188— -87 women, 101 men, 55 being in 
the aggregate chargeable to Leitrim, and 133 to Sligo— a ’marked dis- 
proportion quoad their respective populations. 

“ I cannot but express my admiration of the liberality of the resident 
Physician in providing a magic lantern (which, I understand, cost £30) 
for the amusement of the patients.” 

“June 22, 1S63 — I have this day visited the Sligo District Lunatic 
Asylum, containing 193 patients— 102 males and 9J females, 133 being 
from the county of Sligo, and 60 from Leitrim county. They all, both 
males and females, presented the appearance of being most carefully 
looked after and attended to in every particular, their personal clothing 
being clean and in good order ; their demeanour orderly, tranquil, and 
in almost all cases cheerful. Their bodily health is very good,’ only 
two being confined to bed, evincing great care and attention on the part 
of both the resident and visiting Medical Officers. There is none in 
seclusion, neither has there been for some time. Mechanical restraint 
is never resorted to under any circumstances. The corridors, day- 
rooms, dormitories, and water-closets, as also the lavatories, are clean, 
orderly, well ventilated, and kept with great neatness. The laundry, 
drying-room, kitchen, and store-rooms, are in the same creditable order. 

The general appearance and working of the entire establishment re- 
flects great credit on Dr. M'Munn and die other officers of the Insti- 
tution. There are 16 males and 15 females attending the school, and 
making very marked progress in learning, which, in my opinion, cannot 
hut prove beneficial. 

“ His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant, accompanied by the Eight Visit of His 
Honourable John Wynne, F. M. Olpherta, esq., Mr. Hatchell, Private Excellency 
Secretary, and Mr. Arkwright, A.D.C., visited the Asylum this day; I tenant, 
also accompanied him. After having been conducted through the entire 
Institution by Dr. M'Munn, the resident Medical Superintendent, 

His Excellency was pleased to express himself much gratified at the 
general state of the house, and the orderly, neat, and tranquil appear- 
ance of the patients.” 

u December 23, 1S63. — I have much satisfaction in making a very 
favourable report of the general condition in which I found the Sligo 
District Asylum on the two days of my inspection during the present visit 
to it The various departments of the Institution appear to he orderly 
and well conducted iu detail. I was particularly pleased with the 
cleanliness of the bedding, which is ample in quantity, as well as with 
the airiness, and at the same time warmth of the corridors and daj r - 
rooms occupied by the patients. From the fact of their being all 
located during the day on the one landing, economy of fuel, and with 
it a better supervision are obtained. The sanitary state of the house 
is good, three of ten inmates only being confined to bed by illness. I 
examined the provisions, which are unexceptionable ; and I understand 

le var ^ ous contracts have been fairly carried out. The grounds are 
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very much improved since my last report ; and I leam from Dr, 
M'Munn that the Steward, who seems a most efficient officer, has, on 
an average during the year, about thirty patients daily employed on the 
farm. The total number of inmates amount this day to 188, of whom 
183 are chargeable to Sligo, and 56 to Leitrim. By judicious manage- 
ment the house is far from being full ; at the same time there are no 
outstanding applications for admission, and no dangerous lunatics in 
the gaols of the district. I have made a few minor suggestions to the 
resident Medical Superintendent. The extern officers appear most 
regular in their attendance.

WATERFORD. 

The Waterford Asylum within the past year has been materially 
improved, and its extent of accommodation increased. On the 
31st December, 1862, the number of patients in it amounted to 
130; at the same date last year to 146. The most important of the 
improvements consisted in the erection of two infirmaries, one at 
either side of the house, for males and females, each containing 
twelve beds ; the want of suitable provision for cases of acute or 
dangerous diseases having been long felt. There were fifty-four 
admissions in the course of the past twelve months ; a larger propor- 
tion than has taken place in any other Asylum, taking its size mto 
account. Twenty-seven were discharged ; seventeen as recovered, 
eight more or less improved ; the deaths from natural causes were 
ten, and one from suicide, on which a coroner’s inquest was duly 
held. The party died from a wound inflicted on himself with a knife, 
which he surreptitiously obtained, and kept concealed on the 
grounds. Another man made four attempts at self-destruction. Of 
the admissions, twelve, or nearly a third, were dangerous lunatics, 
under warrant of the Lord Lieutenant. And of the discharged 
cured no less than eleven had been ill under three months ; and 
twelve had not reached their fortieth year. The totally un- 
educated and those who can read are about equal; while in this, 
one of the smallest, as obtains equally in the largest Asylums, the 
single are three times more numerous than the married. 

The returns from the Institution differ, however, on one material 
point from what holds elsewhere — viz., the insane probably curable 
exceed the incurable, being 90 to 56. We are, however, disposed 
to think that more hopeful anticipations are entertained of re- 
coveries in this district Asylum than in others, as relapsed cases are 
not unfrequent in it. 

W e have constantly observed in the Waterford Asylum a marked 
relationship and hereditary tendency to disease amongst its inmates. 
At present, for example, in a community of only 146, there are two 
brothers, eleven first-cousins, a mother and daughter, and two 
sisters, all insane, and, as appears, in the closest consanguinity. The 
number of patients employed — twenty-four men and thirty-eight 
women — is not as large as we could desire. At the same time we 
have had occasion to notice on our different visits increased facilities 
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for in-door amusement, drafts, music-books, &c., and for out-door Waterford 
recreation and exercise. Asylum. 

By the retirement, on a pension, of the Manager, Captain Dobbs, Retirement of 
who for twenty-five years had conducted the establishment, and Mana s er > and 
we are gratified to say, in a satisfactory manner, as testified by a STSSot ° f 
resolution of the Governors, your Excellency was enabled to ap- 
point a medical gentleman as his successor, in the person of Dr. 

Burton, who was transferred from the Auxiliary at Clonmel to 
take charge of this Asylum. 

All our public institutions for the insane are thus placed under 
the immediate management of medical practitioners. 

The expenditure in the Waterford Asylum for the year just ex- 
pired amounted to £23 Is. 8 d. per head, a larger sum than usual, 

£424 of the total outlay being for furniture and bedding intended 
for the infirmaries, as well as for repairs and alterations. It also 
included, under the head of incidental expenses, a sum of £142 10s., 
paid to an architect employed by the Board of Governors, whose 
plans and specifications they subsequently disapproved of as being 
too costly. An action was about being brought, when the matter 
was referred to arbitration and the above sum awarded. 

The following * are extracts from the reports of the Visiting "Visits of 
Inspector:— Inspector*. 

11 March 2,1863. — Visited and inspected the Waterford District Asylum, 
which in every respect is satisfactory. I think the flooring of the new 
water-closets should he leaded, or covered with well-glazed tiles ; light 
fire-guards ought also be procured. The Manager submitted a plan for 
the improvement of the laundry, which he thinks can be executed for 
about £35, and by which a considerable saving of fuel would be 
effected; it may be well to adopt it if the Board, on examination into 
details, find it practicable.” 

“ July 16, 1863. — On my inspection this day of the Waterford Dis- 
trict Lunatic Asylum, I found every part of it most regular and orderly; 
the patients have all the appearance of being most carefully attended to. 

The females are chiefly employed in sewing, knitting, &c. The males 
on the refractory side were playing at foot-hall ; the quiet and orderly 
divisions were employed in reading and writing. There are in the 
house at present 136 patients ; 72 males and 64 females. The healthy 
condition of the patients is very satisfactory, there being only one pa- 
tient (a female) confined to bed.” 

“ October 6, 1863. — I have to report in very favourable terms of the 
general condition of the Waterford District Asylum ; the patients appear 
to be very comfortably attended to, and I found the various departments 
clean, orderly, and well ventilated ; two patients only were confined to 
bed from illness. The infirmary and new apartments add materially to 
the well-being of the inmates. I think it advisable that curtains or 
blinds should be hung in them. I fully agree in the opinion of the 
Grand Jury Committee, that grass plots are preferable to gravelled 
yards for the female patients. Having had the pleasure of meeting the 
Board, some suggestions which I submitted will, with its sanction, be 
carried out by the resident Physician, with reference to the rooms for 
refractory patients, the water-closets adjoining the infirmaries, easy- 
chairs, &c.” 
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Summing up the number of Lunatics in the different District 
Asylums of this country during the year 1863, and taking a 
retrospect of the operation of these institutions in the same period, 
it would appear that on the 1st January the total of patients in 
them amounted to 4,505 — 2,319 males, 2,186 females. During 
the progress of the year 1,420 Lunatics were admitted — 753 males^ 
667 females. Of these numbers 354 — namely, 21 9 males, and 135 
females — were transferred from gaols as dangerous lunatics, under 
warrant of your Excellency. The discharges as actually recovered 
were 627 — 292 males and 335 females ; 116 were taken home by 
their friends improved or convalescent— 50 males and 66 females ; 
while 168 unimproved — 106 males and 62 females — were for the 
most part exchanged for more urgent cases from W orhouses. Only 
6 patients escaped — 5 males and 1 female ; 329 — 175 males and 
154 females — died from natural causes ; 7 — 5 males and 2 females 
— from accident ; consequently there remained under treatment on 
the 31st December, 4,672 Lunatics— 2,439 men and 2,233 women. 

The expenditure in maintenance, &e., for the year just ter- 
minated reached df?97,022 8s. 2d. 

Of the 4,672, no less than three-fourths are returned as probably 
incurable — a proportion not peculiar to our public institutions for 
the insane, hut one that holds good in every country — England, 
Prance, America — the natural tendency of the insane being to 
accumulate, as may be easily inferred from the fact that a third 
of those attacked by mental disease, with its different complica- 
tions, become permanently affected ; whilst from the more im- 
proved system of management now adopted, and the care be- 
stowed on the insane, their term of existence averages the common 
period, but particularly among the humbler classes, whose intel- 
lectual powers had been naturally less worked upon. 

We would here take the opportunity of observing, in answer to 
a prevalent opinion, that when cases become so chronic as to hold 
out no hope of recovery, they might be removed from regular 
Asylums to establishments of less organized and experienced 
details — -that, perhaps, in no class are so many individuals to he 
found who require more attention than in that comprising 
incurables, whose delusions and strange conduct need constant 
watching and control. 

Testing the condition of our District Asylums during the past 
year by the proportion of recoveries and deaths, as well as by the 
economy in their maintenance, we should say that they fully uphold 
their position as contrasted with similar national establishments. 

On admissions the cures equalled 44J per cent., or if calculated 
on the daily average under treatment, 134- per cent. This; com- 
paratively speaking, is certainly not inferior to what occurs else- 
where. The convalescent discharges- — many of them far advanced 
to recovery, if not cured altogether — amounted to 116, or on ad- 
missions to 8'16 per cent. That we are justified in relying on a 
large number of cures under the above head, maybe deduced from 
the fact that the total relapses for the year did not exceed an 
eighth of the total admitted. 

In respect to deaths, Irish Asylums have for a series of years 
been particularly fortunate, the mortality being invariably less 
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than in any other like institutions. Nine per cent, per annum District 
may be considered on an average the proportion which generally AsYIltJMS - 
obtains, as against 7*26 in the District Lunatic Establishments of 
this country. We regret that among the deaths, two of which, 
however, might fairly be regarded as natural, though instanta- 
neous, the parties, epileptics, being suffocated whilst in the act of 
deglutition, seven should be set down as accidental, but blameless, 
as returned at the inquests ; still they are five too many. Among 
the imm ediate causes of death, in 110 cases cerebral diseases are 
set down ; and in 93, pulmonary consumption. That the brain 
should be engaged seems quite natural, from the direct association 
or connexion of mind with the organ in which it is supposed to 
exist, but it is not at all so clear with reference to disease of the 
lungs, and the more particularly, as in no bodily disorder termi- 
nating fatally is the intellect so unclouded to the very last moment 
of existence as in pulmonary consumption. 

Regarding the Statistics of Lunacy, as shown in the present 
Report, and comparing them -with those already given by us in 
preceding ones, we find so great a uniformity that they may be 
assumed as definite, and almost regulated by a fixed or natural law. 

1. The proportion of insane between the sexes is, for all prac- Proportion 
tical purposes, equal, although the causes productive of mental 
disease is not alike in the same extent. Physical causes would ssxes . 
appear to predominate among men who are more exposed to their 
action ; while the moral or emotional are much more prevalent 
with females. 

% Hereditary predisposition would appear to exercise an equal Hereditary, 
influence over either sex. Out of 2,324 authenticated cases before ?re spoBlfclon * 
us, this predisposition existed in 561 — 292 men, 269 women; 
while in the same aggregate, insanity being referable to intem- 
perance, in 283 cases 212 were males, and only 71, or a third, 
female patients. 

3. We have stated that moral or sensational affections, such as Causes of 
grief, anxiety, fear, disappointment, &c., are more general in the msamty. 
development of insanity among females. This observation we may 
evidence by the fact, that taking among others widowhood as a 
classification, we find 192 women labouringunder aberration of mind 
against 71 men ; and for loss of children, 14 mothers and 6 fathers. 

4. Monomania from religious causes would seem to be rather 
exceptional, or perhaps, more correctly speaking, to be of irregular 
occurrence, prevalent comparatively at one time, and unknown at 
another. Religious excitement does not necessarily proclaim 
religious delusions — quite the reverse. According to our expe- 
rience, the largest numerical proportion of insane, in respect to 
profession, is to be found by fully six to one in the clerical com- 
munity ; yet in scarcely a single instance does the delusion turn 
on sacred subjects. In the past year nine cases only were 
admitted where the exciting cause to the insanity was set down 
as religious. 

5. The period of life, judging from the present and. former 
statistics obtained by us, at which mental diseases is most 
prevalent is between the ages of twenty and thirty-five; and 
during the same period the recuperative powers of the mind 
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appear to be stronger, and gradually to decline with years. Of 
the total recoveries, 427 were in patients not arrived at forty, 
the oldest cured being seventy-six. 

There is one point at which the statistics of lunacy in England 
and in Ireland diverge to a remarkable extent. The unmarried 
in the Asylums of this country are three times as numerous as 
the married, while in England the very reverse obtains. The 
total unmarried on the 31st December last, in Irish Asylums, 
amounted to 3,094 ; the married to 1,000 ; the widowed to 22o! 
There are no similar Parliamentary tables for England; but 
taking up individual hospitals there for the insane, we find, 
for example, in the two years, 1862 and 1863, the Resident 
Physician at Rainhill, in Lancashire, returns out of an aggregate 
of admissions of 306, 106 as single, 163 as married; the difference, 
37, being widowed. At Prestwich, the single were in like manner 
51 ; the married, 72 ; the widowed, 1 3. Dr. Sherlock, in his ninth and 
tenth reports of the Worcester Asylum, on 248 admissions, gives 
98 as unmarried, and between married and widowed, 150 — 119 of 
the former, 31 of the latter. In the Wakefield Asylum, Yorkshire, 
out of 373, received in 1862, the single are recorded, 121 ; the 
widowed, 43 ; and the married, 209, &c. In the Wiltshire Asylum 
the married and widowed received in 1862 were 58 — 44 and 15 ; 
the single, 35. Thus so far it would seem that in Ireland dis- 
ordered manifestations of the mind are mixed up with celibacy, 
and on the other hand with matrimony among our less excitable 
neighbours. That the insane here should stand in the pro- 
portion it does is quite intelligible, when the number of the 
married and unmarried in the population at large is taken into 
account ; but it is not quite so clear, why in England, with twenty 
millions of inhabitants, and according to the last Census, 6,988,000, 
or a third of the whole married, there should be in the two social 
states so marked a disproportion of mental disease. In France 
a more equable relationship is maintained, the insane single 
exceeding by about eighteen per cent, the married lunatics. 

6. The annual cost per head for maintenance during the past 
twelvemonth, one Asylum with another, amounted to £20 19s. 9 d. 
This is a somewhat larger average than usual. It should, however, 
be recollected that not only have provisions been increasing in 
price for the last few years, but a more liberal dietary has been 
gradually afforded. F ood, especially animal food, is now as dear as 
in England ; while in respect to some other articles of consump- 
tion, particularly in the expensive item of coals," we stand at a 
clear disadvantage. 

In one important outlay, however, our expenditure is much below 
that in the sister countries. We refer to the cost incurred by the 
maintenance of officers, attendants, and servants generally. 

The Resident Medical Superintendents in Irish District Asylums, 
though fully on an equality in professional status and acquire- 
ments with their brethren in England and Scotland, receive smaller 
salaries and less domestic allowances, at the same time that they 
have more duties to perform, inasmuch as on them the fiscal 
management of their respective institutions mainly devolves. 
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The attendants too, as a body, are underpaid; hence, persons of District 
inferior position, and with little or no education, are so frequently astldms. 
engaged. The system reacts prejudicially on the Asylum and its Attends 
inmates, for it cannot be fairly expected that an establishment with u “ der r»“ d - 
indifferent subordinates, particularly for lunatics, can be steadily 
and satisfactorily conducted — one, too, in which habits of order, 
cleanliness, and regularity, should be methodically inculcated by 
example. As it is, a class of persons, both male and female, offer 
themselves for employment, very frequently with the sole object- 
of earning in the course of a year or two a few pounds wherewith 
to emigrate. Hence a serious disadvantage accrues to the insane 
from a constant change in those placed immediately over them, and 
who as soon as they have become really useful from a knowledge 
of their business, and of the peculiarities of their different charges, 
abandon the country to seek an easier and a better livelihood 
abroad. 

7. Unmistakable progress (certainly much needed) has been Occupations 
already made, and is daily going on, in the extent and variety and 
of amusements, and light occupations for the inmates of District 
Asylums; and although as yet in some of them the corridors 
and day-rooms present less homely appearances of comfort and 
of that little domestic ornamentation which belong, no doubt, 
to a superior class than is generally to be found in our public in- 
stitutions for the insane, and from the absence of which, over- 
looking the existence of more substantial requisites, and of results 
the most encouraging, hasty observers may be inclined to deduce 
erroneous conclusions, we can still report in regard to these minor 
details that steady improvement from year to year, which it has 
always been our object to encourage. 

Education, to a certain extent, is not neglected, whilst music EiWatiomi 
parties, excursions, and athletic sports, are beginning to form an i” £ t™tion. 
everyday portion of Asylum life ; and your Excellency has not 
failed, on your frequent visits to institutions for the insane, to 
be gratified at the uniform reports you heard of the solace which 
religion bestows on the many who, in the midst of their varied 
delusions, do not forget the hopeful doctrines of their faith. It 
is therefore with regret we have to refer to the continued and 
practical opposition evinced towards the admission of chaplains 
into the Belfast Asylum by its influential Board of Governors. 



“WORKHOUSES. Workhouses. 

According to official returns obtained by us, through the Poor 
Law Commissioners, from all the Union Workhouses (163) in 
Ireland, the total number of lunatics, imbeciles, idiots, and epilep- 
tics resident in them on the 31st December, 1863, exceeded that at 
the close of the preceding year by 220. The aggregate in. 1863 
being 2,455, of which total 30 are represented as requiring special 
treatment, many of them offering hopes of recovery ; 900 quite 
incurable, but who need some supervision ; and 1,255 not unfit 
to associate with the ordinary paupers. Were the 2,455 equally 
divided, 15 would be found in each of them separately ; but

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■Workhouses, in some of them the numbers are far greater than in others— as, 
— for example, Dublin, Limerick, Belfast, Deny, which, one with 
another, contains each from 40 to 140 of the combined classes; 
while elsewhere, as in Kenmare, Gort, and Westport, they are 
limited to two or three individuals. 

Anticipating that the subject of lunatic accommodation in 
Unions, from the crowded state of Asylums, must necessarily 
occupy public attention, we have been particular in our inquiries 
into the character and general management of the insane of all 
denominations in Workhouses, at the same time not omitting 
on our visitations to improve their condition, as far as it lay in 
our power, by procuring for them a more generous dietary and 
more creature comforts than had been previously sanctioned In 
most cases our interference has been useful ; many Boards of 
Guardians, actuated by a humane spirit, are disposed to grant every 
allowance which the restricted capabilities of a Workhouse admits 
of. Special -wards have been set apart for the habitation of the 
classes in question, and paid attendants empioyed to look after 
them. 

Bar, however, from upholding the expediency of costly build- 
ings or regular staffs for harmless epileptics and the utterly 
demented, incapable alike of valuing such expenditure or benefit- 
ing materially by it, we cannot help noticing, almost in every 
Poorhouse throughout the kingdom, the absence of suitable day- 
Suggestions rooms, means of employment, no matter how simple, as well as space 
r »tk>n'of 8 Wo°i f° r exercise, the airing yards belonging to the idiot cells, as they 
houses as are called, being for the most small, damp, and sunless.

appears to us highly advisable that the Commissioners of Poor 
Law should have authority to direct such changes, structural and 
-■ other, in them as the Inspectors might recommend, in regard to 

the better treatment of their deranged inmates.

iu Workhouses. jj la t a b ou t three-fifths are females, and in the genuine meaning 
of the term, not more than an eighth of the whole lunatics ; who, 
being, for the most part, of very impaired intellect, and advanced in 
life, have little recuperative power. Occasionally, however, some 
of them become intemperate and intractable ; when, through the 
intervention of Guardians who happen to be Justices of the Peace, 
they are promptly committed to gaol as dangerous ; this mode 
of getting rid of them being less troublesome and more certain 
than by regular application for admission into a District Asylum. 
The provisions of the 1st Vic. affording officials well-disposed to 
find excuse for escaping trouble and inconvenience the necessary 
facilities for doing so, -they are not slow in seeing causes from 
which they may depose to dangerous acts or tendencies in the 
Committals to parties. The breaking of a window, for example, or the tearing 
from" th ° re " a pillow-case, lias supplied sufficient reason for magisterial 
interference, with all the circumstances of a police escort for some 
twenty or thirty miles, in transferring to gaol some decrepit 
offender. Thus the exercise of a power given by an Act of Parlia- 
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meat for a totally different object than that to which it is con- Workhouses. 
verted degenerates into an abuse, as regards the individual, and 
is attended with no inconsiderable and uncalled-for expense. 

In our preliminary observations we referred to the general un- Refusal of 
willingness of Guardians to exchange, even for convenience sake Gu ^' diau8 10 
to themselves and benefit to the patient, a really curable or violent EwiSm in 
case from a Poorhouse for a tranquil idiotic one ; still little dif- Workhouses fop 
ficulty is made in the committal of the same party to prison, not un- Asylums?

This, on the whole, is a 
had system, and defeats its own object ; entailing, as it does, though 
not directly on electoral divisions, still not the less certainly 
increased taxation on county rates. The remedy we are disposed 
to suggest would consist in a power being vested in our office, by 
an order of your Excellency in Council, to effect exchanges from 
time to time (due caution being exercised on the score of charge- 
ability), between tranquil and fatuous inmates of Asylums, and 
the curable, or dangerous in Workhouses, until such time, at 
least, as full provision will have been made for the lunatic poor. 

Some years ago it was proposed to erect four large depots for Chronic Depots, 
idiots and incurables, one in each province ; but the project failed 
from its impracticability, the main objection being comprised in 
the few following words, extracted from a Eeport to the Execu- 
tive,. by the Inspectors, in 1858: — “We do not think provincial 
depots would be successful : the number of counties would cause 
much embarrassment in their working, and the unavoidable ex- 
penses and inconvenience consequent upon the conveyance and 
return of patients from remote localities — perhaps from 1 00 to 150 
miles distant — constitute the most serious objections. It appears 
to us more feasible that lunatic districts should have their own 
receptacles for chronic cases.” 

In the discharge of our official duties, and particularly in 
reference to the reputed insane in Workhouses, we feel a double 
obligation imposed upon us — the first, and most important, as 
regards the patient, the second as regards local taxation. We 
trust it is needless for us to repeat our desire to ameliorate in 
every way the condition of the lunatic poor ; but we think that 
eventually we shall best succeed in doing so by limiting our 
interference to those who appear to us genuine objects for its exer- 
cise. If every person reported to this office as being a fit object 
for Asylum treatment was to be sent to a District Institution 
the existing Lunatic accommodation, as well as that in progress, 
would not be one-half sufficient. To illustrate this observation 
practically, we may observe, that on the opening of the auxiliary 
buildings at Clonmel — the parent Asylum containing only 140 
beds, while the population of the county at large is 320,000 the 
Board of Governors passed a resolution in April last, that no 
person should be received from a Poorhouse without an authori- 
zation from either of the Inspectors. After having cleared the 
two gaols of their dangerous Lunatics we visited the Unions, in 
order to examine all who were alleged to be suitable for admission 
into the Auxiliary Asylum. We selected those only whose history 
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and symptoms rendered them, in our opinion, proper cases for 
removal. Had we accepted as such all who were brought before us 
the Asylum would have been at once filled, to the exclusion of 
more hopeful cases, by a mass of imbeciles and harmless epileptics, 
who simply require for their well-being considerate care and 
kindness in a Workhouse. 

We cannot state with any degree of accuracy the cost per head 
per annum of the insane classes in Poorhouses, as we have not 
been furnished with separate accounts in their regard. Further, 
the scale of dietary and the creature comforts are not uniform in 
them : one with another it might be approximately set down at 
about each in the year, or a little under one-half of the 
cost in Asylums. 

With regard to the mortality, though fully 3 per cent, greater 
than in our Asylums, it exceeds but in a trifling degree the mor- 
tality in other Hospitals for the insane. 



GAOLS. 

The first Act of the Legislature (1st Vic., cap. 27,) empowering 
Magistrates to commit Lunatics to Gaols was passed, as your 
Excellency is aware, in consequence of the death in one of the 
public streets of Dublin of a gentleman of high position, at the 
hands of a Lunatic, wlio, the day before, from a want of accom- 
modation, had been denied admission into the District Asylum. 
This Act, not being deemed sufficiently guarded in its provisions, 
was amended seven years afterwards by the 8th and 9 th Vic., cap. 
107, which alike intended for the safe custody of persons who 
otherwise might' become dangerous to themselves or others, ren- 
dered sworn depositions necessary to the fact, that the Lunatic had 
committed, or intended to commit, an indictable offence ; in which 
ease two Justices, before whom the offender might be brought, 
were authorized, if they deemed fit, to call to their assistance a 
medical practitioner before signing the warrant of committal. 
Thus, so far as the enactment itself is concerned, the liberty of the 
subject was protected, and due precaution afforded against sending 
individuals to prison who bad not made themselves amenable to 
law by any meditated or overt misdemeanor. 

If Magistrates took a correct view of their discretionary powers 
under the Act, a wholesome protection would be at their disposal 
for the public good; but, we believe, no statutes are more constantly 
disregarded by them than those having reference to the imprison- 
ment of Lunatics, inasmuch as too frequently they neither investi- 
gate as they ought to do cases brought before them, nor even see 
the parties themselves ; although nothing can be more definite or 
more clear than the wording of the 2nd section of the 8th and 9tli 
Vic., that they shall satisfy themselves on “view and personal 
examination” as to the actual condition of the Lunatic. The 
exception in practice is for the Lunatic to be brought before two 
Magistrates, as in nine cases out of ten one Justice alone sees him— 
a second signing the committal, as a matter of course ; — indeed we 
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have known instances where the Magistrate, satisfied with a 
medical certificate testifying to the existence of mental derange- 
ment has, of his own authority alone, sent the Lunatic under 
escort to prison. It cannot, therefore, be a matter of surprise, 
that the most unsuitable cases for such confinement are to be found 
in Gaols ; and the less so when it is recollected that on the most 
trivial grounds, individuals very far advanced in life — from seventy 
to eighty years of age, palsied and infirm, whether actually of 
disordered mind or imbecile and epileptic, are likely to be manu- 
factured into dangerous Lunatics, through the instrumentality 
of then- relatives, or of officials anxious to get rid of then- charge, 
as has been already stated by us, in the shortest possible mode. _ 

The question of land — that endless source of dissatisfaction in 
this country — forms occasionally an ingredient in the committal 
of dangerous Lunatics. Family discussions and disagreements arise 
thereon; and if one member of the social circle, who happens to he 
very eccentric and excitable, claims more than his share — or, it 
may be, his rightful share in the tenure — it has now and then 
occurred that the party found his way to gaol, a duly committed 
< and dangerous Lunatic. 

Notwithstanding the manifold abuses to which it has given rise, 
under existing circumstances we do not object to the above- 
mentioned statute ; on the contrary, when properly administered, 
it is productive of good— it indirectly opens District Asylums 
to the truly destitute insane. A father of a family, for example, in 
a remote parish of a county, earning a few shillings in the week for 
the scanty support of his wife and children, is suddenly prostrated 
by a violent attack of insanity, seventy to eighty miles from 
the Asylum, without a human being to take charge of him, or a 
single farthing available for his conveyance to it, either of his own 
or derivable from county or union rates. Possibly, too, he may 
not be received into the poorhouse. F or his immediate protec- 
tion, then, as well as of those around him, there is no alternative 
but the one, and that is, conveyance under warrant to Gaol, 
whence he may be transferred to the Asylum when a vacancy offers. 

Again, at least until we shall have ample and suitable pro- 
vision for the insane, we should not desire to see the provisions 
of the Act repealed; for if they were, matters might become 
worse, as Magistrates would then be obliged, under the common 
statutes, to commit as criminal those who before were regarded 
as simply dangerous to themselves or others, by taking informa- 
tions founded on charges of the most frivolous character, and 
returning them' to the assize or quarter session court ; thereby 
imposing a useless trouble and uncalled-for expense on the Execu- 
tive— to which procedure even now a strong tendency is being 
shown by the Justices of some counties — as in Cavan, where last 
year no less than seven Lunatics were indicted for different offences 
of a trivial character. . 

No doubt, owing to the increased accommodation for the insane 
poor effected in different parts of Ireland within the last ten or a 
dozen years, the Gaols of certain districts have been disencnmbei ed 
of permanent Lunatics, their sojourn in them being limited to a 
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few days ; still within the same period there has been annually 
an almost equal number of committals, averaging, one year with 
another, from five to six hundred. We have been unremittinsr 
in our endeavour to meet the evil of this unreserved committal of 
the insane ; from our Beport to Parliament for the year 1857 
we reproduce the following passages, as still indicating our senti- 
ments on the subject : — 

“ In a practical point of view this system of committing lunatics is 
attended with further serious disadvantages. N o history of the cases is 
given, nor information afforded to guide the physician in his treatment 
of them ; and when recovered, a material embarrassment occurs in their 
discharge, for it very frequently happens that the exact locality of the 
parties is unknown, and in the absence of a law of settlement Boards 
of Governors have no authority to direct their admission into poor- 
houses. The detention of lunatics in gaols varies much as to time- 
some few remaining in them even for years.” 

And again, in the Ninth Report, we state : — 

“ We have already alluded to die subversion of prison discipline 
caused by the detention of dangerous lunatics in gaols, where, as there 
is no regular staff to look after them, they must in great measure be 
entrusted to the care of ordinary prisoners. On a late visit to the 
gaol at Ennis, the Local Inspector complained to ns that from the 
number of insane confined in it, he had not sufficient attendants to 
take charge of them ; and that as some were violent he felt much 
difficulty in calling on untried men to do so. 

“ It is clear that no legislation can remedy these defects until such 
time as appropriate accommodation will have been provided throughout 
the country for our insane poor." 

On reference to the statistics in our office, we find that in 1838, 
72 Lunatics were committed as dangerous to prison ; in 1839, 
107 ; in 1840, 111 ; and four years subsequently, 382. The popu- 
lation of Ireland in 1844 was eight millions, and the accommoda- 
tion in District Asylums amounted only to 2,112 beds. At present, 
in 1864, just twenty years later, with its inhabitants reduced to 
five millions and a-half, and District Asylum provision for 4,900 ; 
we have 389 confined in Gaol as being insane. This fact tends to 
prove the increased freedom exercised in sending Lunatics to 
prison on the one hand ; and on the other, a very liberal notion 
among Justices of the Peace and medical practitioners as to the 
dangerous phases of mental derangements ; and to which, perhaps, 
might be further added, the propriety of the former being more 
■ particular in the exercise of certain statutory powers, and of the 
latter employing more professional care before signing certificates 
of lunacy. 

That formerly a very different estimate was formed of what 
constituted true insanity in this country, from the theories and more 
wide-spread acceptation, of the term in the present day, may be 
derived from thefact that Dean Swift, lit Lie more than a century back, 
with all his opportunities of information, questioned the existence 
of sixty “ genuine madmen” in Ireland, amongst its then population 
of two millions and a-quarter. Were he now to visit the hospital 
established through his benevolence, and maintained by his for- 
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tune he would find in it 141 Lunatics; and, between public and pri- Gaols. 

vate institutions, upwards of 8,200 insane inmates, or, taking into 
relative consideration the inhabitants at large in 1742 and 1864, 
about 80 to 1 more at present than he could have anticipated. 

As copies of the warrants and documents connected with Lunatic Committal 
committals are immediately forwarded to this office, we take due 
cognizance of them, and when irregularities or illegalities occur 
communicate with the local authorities or Executive, as the 
case may be ; further, as no Lunatic is transferred to an Asylum, 
or liberated by warrant of the Lord Lieutenant, except through 
our intervention, we naturally take care that the provisions of the 
Act, when informalities take place, shall be first rectified. 

With reference to the immediate statistics of the year 1863, 
there were at its opening 378 Lunatics in Gaols ; during its pro- 
gress 709 were committed — 455 males and 254 females ; of the 
aggregate 253 were discharged, 406 were transferred to Asylums, 
and 39 died ; consequently there remained 389 in detention on 
tire 1st January, 1864, or, in proportion to the number of Gaols, 

1 0 insane to each. But they are not thus equally distributed. 

We find them almost all in the Gaols of six out of the sixteen 
districts into which Ireland is now divided for lunatic purposes. 

The new Asylums in process of erection at Monaghan, Letter- 
kenny, Castlebar, Down, and Wexford will, when finished, void 
all the Gaols connected with five of these districts — viz., the 
Armagh, Derry, Ballinasloe, Belfast, and Carlow. The aggregate 
of Lunatics confined in them being 235— viz., 49 in the Gaols of 
Monaghan, Cavan, and Armagh, belonging to the Armagh district ; 

43 in the Gaols of Donegal and Derry, belonging to the Derry 
district; 39 in the Gaols of Galway, Roscommon, and Mayo, 
belonging to the Ballinasloe district ; 43 in the Gaols of Down 
and Antrim, belonging to tlie Belfast district ; and 61 in the 
Gaols of Kildare, Carlow, and Wexford, belonging to the Carlow 
district. 

The prisons, however, which are by far the most thronged with Crowded con- 
Lunatics are those attached to the Richmond or Metropolitan Gaols. 
Asylum ; and they hold no less than 135 of the insane class, who 
are thus respectively divided — 109 in the city gaols, 13 in the 
county of Dublin prison, 6 in the Louth, and 7 in the Wicklow. 

To meet the urgency of the Metropolitan requirements, no pro- 
vision has been as yet determined on, notwithstanding the con- 
tinued dissatisfaction expressed by the different Boards of Super- 
intendence and the Inspector-General, who . are solicitous to have 
the institutions placed under their control, discharged of all insane 
occupants. The subject was brought under the notice of the Chiei 
Secretary, who, folly cognizant of the merits of the case, is anxious 
to remedy the present inconvenience effectually, and., if possible, 
with the approval of all the various local authorities interested m 
the arrangement. He, consequently, as we could not take the 
initiative in any active operation (our interference being limited. 
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OioLs. to a statement of facts and advice thereon), addressed the follow 
ing minute to us, in order that he might subsequently communicate 
with the Grand Juries, who in the district represented the city 
and county of Dublin, the town of Drogheda, and the counties of 
Louth and Wicklow : — 

“ Inspectors of Lunatics. 

“ January 5, 1864. 

S the „ “ T he attenti ° n of Government haying been called to the large number 
Richmond of ‘dangerous lunatics confined m the gaols situate within the dis- 
District. trict of the Bichmond Asylum, and to the inadequate accommodation 
for lunatics within the district, I shall feel obliged by being favoured 
■with their report as to the proper steps to be taken for relieving the 
gaols from this class of prisoners, either by enlarging the Bichmond 
Asylum, or by detaching from its present district some of the counties 
composing it, and erecting for such counties separate asylums, or 
annexing them to other districts.

“ The Inspectors have the honour to state that, in accordance with 
the Chief Secretary’s minute of the 5th inst., they have fully considered 
the present limited accommodation for the insane poor of the Bichmond 
district, and the best mode, in their opinion, of meeting it. 

“ The Bichmond Asylum belongs to the district comprising the city 
and county of Dublin, the counties of Wicklow and Louth, and the 
town of Drogheda. Its total accommodation at present extends to 
680 beds, including, however, 40 beds which, as they are in the 
Infirmary, and used solely for cases of bodily disease, must be deducted 
from the total, iu forming an estimate of the accommodation at all 
times practically available. 

1 The actual Asylum provision for the insane poor of tire district 
may therefore be set down at 640 beds. 

“ The aggregate population of the district is 587,000, of whom 
410,000 belong to the city and county of Dublin. Under ordinary 
eiicumstances, a lunatic asylum with 640 beds ought to be more than 
ample for the requirements of this latter population ; but, taking into 
account the exceptional character of a metropolis, owing principally to 
the constant ingress of strangers thereinto, this accommodation would 
not appear to be extravagant. 

The condition of the city and county of Dublin gaols — over- 
crowded with lunatics — has for many years been a cause of anxiety to 
the Inspectors, as the Chief Secretary will have learned from their 
reports to Parliament. At the present date they contain 140 persons 
committed as ‘ dangerous lunatics/ for whom there is not a single 
vacancy available in the Richmond Asylum. 

“ Referring to the distribution or ehargeability of the patients in the 
latter institution, it appears that 73 of them belong to Wicklow, 62 
to Louth, and 11 to the town of Drogheda, the prisons of which 
counties are also incommoded with lunatics ; so that (totally irrespec- 
tive of gaol cases) the insane at large and the inmates of workhouses 
likely to derive benefit from proper asylum treatment, are entirely 
unprovided for. 

“Adverting to the two propositions of the Chief Secretary, the 
Inspectors are opposed to any further additions to the Richmond, con- 
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sidering that its enlargement would be a negation of the principle of U-aols. 

medium-sized asylums, now (from their superior practical utility) almost p . 

universally recognised, whilst in an economical poiiit of view, experience 
has proved that asylums of a large size are not proportionally more 
cheaply managed. 

"As the beds occupied by the 145 patients belonging to Louth, 

Wicklow, and Drogheda, would, in the event of their immediate removal, 
be filled by the lunatics now confined in the metropolitan gaols, it 
follows that the accommodation afforded by the Richmond Asylum is 
no more than what is absolutely required to relieve the pressing wants 
of the city and county of Dublin. 

“ On the 1 1th August, 1862, the Inspectors addressed a communica- 
tion to the Under Secretary on the necessity of a division of the metro- 
politan district The Government referred the subject to the Grand 
Juries of Louth and Wicklow. The former considered that, as the 
full complement of beds to which Louth was entitled in the Asylum 
was not occupied by patients from that county, the ratepayers should 
not be called upon to incur any further expenditure, either by a sepa- 
ration of the district, or by additions to the original building. The 
Grand Jury of Wicklow came to a similar conclusion. 

“ On reference to the statutes under which Asylums are established 
in this country, particularly the 1st and 2nd Geo. IV., c. 33, the Chief 
Secretary will perceive that the power of the Lord Lieutenant in 
Council to direct adequate accommodation for the insane poor is absolute, 
whenever and in what manner soever His Excellency shall deem fit to 
exercise it. Hence the objections of the Grand Jurors of the above- 
named counties, resting on such light grounds, cannot be regarded as 
forming any solid reason against the exercise of the Lord Lieutenant’s 
authority ; the more so as, in case of separation, the equitable claims 
of the ratepayers of the counties of Louth and Wicklow for their 
outlay on the Richmond Asylum will be reimbursed. 

“ Having thus expressed their opinion in regard to the disposal of 
the Richmond Asylum, by allocating it solely to the city and county of 
Dublin, the Inspectors take up the subject with reference to providing 
for the insane poor of the detached counties, Wicklow and Louth. 

“ Were the two counties lying in apposition to each other, as their New Asylum 
conjoint population numbers only 176,000, an Asylum in common for Wicklow 
would be advisable; but they are separated by the counties of Dublin recoinmen e 
and Meath, while the other counties adjacent to Wicklow, viz. : — 

Carlow, and Kildare, and Wexford, have or will soon have institutions of 
their own, and which, indeed, are most inconveniently situated quoad 
Wicklow. It would seem, then, that Wicklow must have an Asylum 
for itself, erected either at the county town, or at Rathdrum. The 
latter site would be more central; and in case of the projected railway 
to Shillelagh being carried out, would, on the whole, be better. The 
ridge of high mountains traversing the centre of the county from 
north to south is a disadvantage which cannot be remedied, as regards 
the facile transmission of patients from one side of the county to the 
other. 

“Next, as to Louth, with 98,000 inhabitants. Left to itself, an New Asylum 
Asylum must needs be established in it, say for 140 patients. But if 
Meath be separated from the Mullingar district and united to Louth, Meath, 
a common Asylum can be constructed at Navan, a most central point 
for either. The only difficulty to this arrangement would probably be 
the opposition of the Meath ratepayers, on the ground that the Mul- 
lingar Asylum, now ten years in operation, is scarcely as yet fully 
occupied. 
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“ Regarding the subject prospectively, the Inspectors are in favour of 
an Asylum at Navan. 

“ The various counties affected by the changes suggested would then 
stand as follows, as regards extent of accommodation, viz. : 



Population. Accommodation. 

Dublin, city and county, - . . 410,000 640 

Wicklow, 86,000 130 

Louth and Meath, .... 186,000 240 

Longford and Westmeath, . . . 1G2,000 300 



“In conclusion, the Inspectors apprehend that, by the separation of 
Meath from the Mullingar district, the Asylum of that district would 
afford more than the necessary accommodation to tire remaining 
counties of Longford and Westmeath. It may be worth consideration 
how far the surplus accommodation could be made available for the 
objects pointed out in the Inspectors’ Eighth Report, page 9, to which 
the Chief Secretary is respectfully referred.

With reference to the treatment of Lunatics in Gaols, we have 
to report favourably of the general care bestowed on them, 
instances of which have come under our notice in the course of 
our frequent inspection of these establishments ; for, as regards 
those gaols in which a large number of Lunatics are usually con- 
fined, we do not restrict our visitations to the mere statutable 
limitations— a single annual visit to each of them. 

Formerly the insane in Gaols were placed on the same dietary 
as ordinary prisoners, bnt within the last few years a marked 
improvement on this bead has been gradually taking place ; as, 
with few exceptions, three meals a day, with animal food four 
times in the week or oftener are now usually allowed. 

As local Boards of Superintendence leave the question of diet 
altogether to the discretion of their Medical Officers, on our 
inspection we do not fail to remark, for the information of those 
gentlemen, on any deficiency which may come under our notice, 
and in almost all instances our suggestions have been readily 
adopted. In one case, however, we regret to say, they were 
totally disregarded We refer to the Monaghan Gaol, in the 
Minute Book of which the following remarks were entered on 
the 18th of October, 1863 : — 

“ With regard to dietary, I should strongly recommend that animal 
and vegetable food should he given to the insane here, as in most 
county Gaols, at least twice or thrice in the week. Lunatics cannot be 
considered in the category of criminals, no matter what offences they 
may have unfortunately committed ; and no class requires, on an average, 
more nutriment or more clothing.’ ' 

Finding that the foregoing had not been acted upon, the In- 
spectors brought the subject again under the notice of the Physi- 
cian to the Prison, who in his reply observes, that he does not 
think meat, being a heating dietary, fit for Lunatics confined as 
they are in the Monaghan Gaol ; an opinion in which we are far 
from coinciding. 
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Independent of dietary, various other means t ending to the 
domestic comfort of the ' Lunatics, have been likewise increased. 
Special warders have been appointed to look after them, and assist- 
ants selected from the well-conducted prisoners who receive some 
little indulgences for their services. In some Gaols, also, where 
the insane class is numerous, and the buildings admitted, as at 
the Richmond Bridewell, Wexford, and Naas, day-rooms have 
been prepared for them. But the great and irremediable deficiency 
consists in the want of employment, classification, and means for 
out-door exercise ; coupled with which we have found that on 
some, hut very rare occasions, personal restraint has been resorted 
to, of an objectionable nature in the absence of proper appliances. 

Taking the daily average number of Lunatics in Gaols during 
the past year the discharges afford a favourable return — as most 
of those removed under the orders of Magistrates were recovered 
or improved. The deaths were by no means excessive, amounting 
only to 39, or 1.0 per cent, on the daily average resident — a mor- 
tality certainly greater than obtains in most District Asylums by 
about 3 per cent., hut scarcely larger than the per-centage of 
mortality in other hospitals for the insane throughout the United 
Kingdom. _ And hut for the improper committal to Gaols of some 
Lunatics, in the last stages of illness, the returns of mortality would 
be unquestionably still less. In corroboration of this remark we 
need only to refer to the case of a pauper who, although in his 
seventy-sixth year, was recently committed to the Roscommon 
Gaol from the Athlone Workhouse, as a dangerous Lunatic, and 
who died of debility three days after his committal; and to another 
feeble old man committed to the Cavan Gaol from the Bawnboy 
Workhouse, who did not live a week after his admission. Cases 
such as these constitute not the least serious instances of the 
abuse of the statute to which we have above adverted. 



DUNDRUM CRIMINAL ASYLUM. 

Heretofore, without entering at any length into the subject of 
criminal lunacy in Ireland, we directed our observations for the 
most part to the condition and management of the patients actually 
m this institution during the periods embraced in our separate Par- 
liamentary reports, and to occurrences taking place in it from the 
date of one report to that of the next in succession. On the pre- 
sent occasion, however, as the Asylum is already in its fourteenth 
year of operation, and it being as yet, it may he said, the only one 
practically established in this or any other country, we purpose giv- 
mgageneral resume of its working since its first opening in 1850. 

_ The question of insanity in its complicated bearings, both me- 
dical and legal, on the commission of deeds compromising human 
life itself, and the social relations of mankind, is one of the deepest 
interest; while recently, in. a deplorable case to which it is almost 
needless from its notoriety to refer, it has given rise to no incon- 
siderable discussion and difference of opinion. 

The proposition of erecting a State Asylum in Ireland for 
criminal lunatics was first discussed by a Committee of the House 
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central 0 f Lords in 1843. Subsequently, in 1846, an Order in Council 
c “ was passed for its construction in the vicinity of Dublin, on a site 
Uundrdji. comprising around it about twenty-nine acres of land, and in a 
most salubrious position. 

The buildings were finished in 1849, when the Earl of Clarendon 
placed the institution virtually under the sole control and manage- 
ment of the Inspectors, who, previous to the admission of any patients 
into it, submitted a code of rules for its general regulation to the 
RuIbs and ragu- Privy Council. This code was immediately ratified; and being 
Iat ' 0Ils - found efficient for all purposes, has not since been added to or 
amended. Independently of laying down the duties of the various 
officers and attendants in the Asylum, it authorized the removal of 
lunatics on the recommendation of the Inspectors, and, irrespective 
of their mental condition, to District Asylums, and thus to a cer- 
tain extent the adaptation of the establishment to the future wants 
of the country was provided for ; and were it not for an unforeseen 
contingency to which we shall advert hereafter, the Dundrum 
Asylum would have proved of ample size. 

It was originally constructed for 120 patients, 80 males and 40 
females ; besides having a detached infirmary containing ten beds. 
At the date of its occupation, or rather that of the preceding census 
of 1841, the estimated population of the country was about eight 
millions; while there were of all denominations in respect to the 
nature of their offences, 186 criminal lunatics to be disposed of, 
between gaols, asylums, and convict prisons. As it was quite clear 
that all of them could not be accommodated at Dundrum, it became 
necessary to make a selection. 

; The Inspectors consequently proceeded to do so, and the prin- 
ciple they adopted was in the first instance to remove to it all who 
had committed homicide, or attempted capital crimes, or perpetrated 
deeds of violence against the person ; such parties having been 
acquitted at trial on the plea of irresponsibility, or having become 
insane subsequent to conviction. The character of the offences, 
however, was not the only criterion for transference to the Asylum. 
Lunatics, though indicted of simple misdemeanours, if in disposi- 
tion violent, dangerous, or ungovernable, were regarded as fit sub- 
jects for admission. The total received in the first year was 89 ; 
59 males, and 30 females. 

raS«*M llr ° f ^ ^e a Criminal Asylum being recognised, and its inmates 

admission. supportedby Government, local Boards, whether of District Asylums, 

Union W orkhouses, or of Prison Superintendence, urged on the 
Inspectors that every insane person, totally regardless of the charge 
with which he might be indjcted, ought to be sent, as a matter of 
course, if convicted, to Dundrum. 

The opinion of the Law Officers of the Crown was taken on a 
group of some fifteen cases selected by the Inspectors for the pur- 
pose, as to whether it was mandatory under the Statute that the 
Lord Lieutenant should send cell criminal lunatics to the Govern- 
ment Asylum, and whether after having sent them, the Lord Lieu- 
tenant by warrant might not order their discharge, irrespective 
either of their offences or mental condition. 

To the first query the answer was, that the powers of the Lord 
Lieutenant were discretionary ; to the second, that he might dis- 
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charge or not, as he thought fit ; but that in case of imprisonment Central 

(the individuals becoming of disordered mind after sentence) there 

■was no actual authority to enforce detention after the term of penal Dundrcm. 

servitude had expired. At the same time, the Inspectors were 

very properly expected to protect the parties themselves and the 

public as far as lay in their power. 

On these general data, so far as the important question of ad- 
missions and discharges is concerned, we have hitherto acted. 

We will now proceed, after stating the results of management 
from the opening of the Dundrum Asylum up to the present year, 
to detail the application of the general principles by which we have 
been governed in our recommendations to the Executive, and the 
grounds whereon we rested them. 

The total admissions from the year 1850 to the 31st December, statistics of 
1863, amounted to 250 — 1 73 males, 77 females ; of whom 79 were 
discharged; 57 males, 22 females; 3 escaped; the deaths were 41 — men t. 

31 males, 10 females. There consequently remained at the date 
above given, 1 27 — 86 men, and 41 women. 

Of the 57 males, 22 were transferred to asylums, 26 altogether 
liberated, and 9 sent to prison ; 5 of the latter for the remainder 
of their penal servitude, and 4 charged with murder, to stand their 
trial, having on their first arraignment been found incompetent to 
plead. These parties were subsequently acquitted on the proof of 
insanity prior to the act, and discharged from the dock ; their pre- 
vious lengthened confinement, the shortest over five years, being 
duly considered. 

Of the 22 females, 9 were placed in the asylums of the districts 
to which we found them chargeable from birth or residence; 12 
were liberated, and 1 was remitted to prison. 

Analyzing the total discharged with respect to the nature of 
their offences, they would stand thus: — homicides, 10 males, 3 
females; convicted of burglary, 12 males; shooting at, 5 males; 
stabbing, 1 male ; cattle stealing, 7 males ; felonious assaults, 5 males, 
and 4 females. The difference, 32, being constituted of minor 
offenders. To the homicides, with the exception of one man, who 
undertook to leave the country, freedom was unreservedly granted. 

Among the 41 deaths recorded (30 men, 11 women), 12 were 
male homicides, 8 infanticides, 9 had committed dangerous assaults, 

2 were charged with firing at, and 10 were simple misdemeanants. 

The escapes (three) were effected, one by a convalescent infan- 
ticide, and two by male convicts, both reported sane, and whose 
period of imprisonment, in one instance not having a month to 
run, had all but expired. 

Of the aggregate, or 1 27, in Asylum on the 31 st December, 45 
were homicides, 31 men, 14 women ; 21 were charged with violent 
assaults, 15 men, 6 women; 9 for shooting at with intent; the 
residue, being petty culprits; but who, having evinced . ten- 
dencies to violence or insubordination, and thus coming^ within 
the category already noted, were regarded by us as suitable inmates 
for the establishment ; 4 of the male and 2 of the female homicides 
are recovered, as are also 10 men, 5 of them convicted of an 
assault, the other 5 of firing at, and two women charged with lar- 
ceny; thus leaving 73 male patients and 86 females still insane. 
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The deaths altogether (none, fortunately-, from accident, or the result 
thereof) have been stated to be 41, an amount which, if calculated 
on the daily averages under treatment for fourteen years, does not 
reach 2$ per cent, annually; in other words, the mortality ap- 
pears to be nearly 1 per cent, less than in the population at large, 
and fully under 5 per cent, of what occurs in Irish District Asylums, 
which, too, offer a lower rateage of deaths than other similar 
institutions ; in fact, this peculiarly low scale of mortality in the 
Dundrum Asylum, one that could not have been anticipated, was 
the chief reason which necessitated the enlargement of the build- 
ings; for had the deaths been as numerous as might by com- 
parison have been naturally expected, there would be now an 
available margin of at least forty vacancies. As it is, of the 127 
existing patients, nearly one-fourth are over sixty years of age ; and 
all for the most part in good bodily health. Hence it is evident 
that were it not for the numbers we have had discharged, an 
establishment more than double in size to the present would have 
ere this been found requisite. And here we may observe, that while 
we deem it incumbent on us to keep down expenses chargeable 
to Government, we, at the same time, desire to recognise to the 
full the legitimate claims of the public on it for the maintenance 
of criminal lunatics under the Statute. 

Reverting to the discharge of lunatics from the Central Asylum, 
twelve homicides are enumerated as having obtained unrestricted 
freedom, and one conditional on his leaving the country. The 
last had been at best but a doubtful case ; however, as he was 
acquitted by a jury on the assumption that though of sound mind 
on indictment, he was insane when the crime was perpetrated ; 
and having full right to be regarded as such after three years’ 
confinement, without exhibiting a single symptom of disease, he 
was liberated ; but breaking his engagement, which he knew could 
not be legally enforced, he came back within a twelvemonth. 
None of the above parties, as far as we have reason to believe, 
have suffered a relapse; neither has their return home, save in 
the instance just referred to, given any dissatisfaction whatever. 

Prior to recommending the free discharge of a lunatic as reco- 
vered we satisfy ourselves, and in proportion to the gravity of the 
offence are the more particular in doing so, that the party is fully 
restored to reason, and when the taking away of human life is con- 
cerned, that tjiere has been an unbroken recovery of the mind for 
at least a term of eighteen months, coupled with uniform good 
conduct. Further, we are as cautious as possible to avoid offend- 
ing the prejudices or feelings of families aggrieved by the loss of 
relatives. In instances of violent assault, or shooting at, we com- 
municate, when in our power, with the complaining parties; m 
minor cases, as well as when convicts are in question, there is no 
necessity to do so, as the latter, when cured, on the termination 
of their penal confinement have a right to be liberated. Provi- 
dentially, up to the present, in no one instance of any kind have 
we had cause to regret the results of our recommendations to the 
Executive. 

The shedding of human blood, and the deprivation of life, at 
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all times occurrences from which the mind instinctively recoils, are Cektrai 
if possible associated with feelings of greater horror when effected 
at the hands of a maniac; for the act is deemed by society at large dtodebm. 
as the practical expression of a fixed propensity, to be carried out - — 
whenever the opportunity offered ; and as if man, when uncon- propensity 
trolled by reason and devoid of intellect, had by nature a disposi- exceptional, 
tion to deeds of violence. Indeed so much would this feeling seem 
to prevail, that a marked antipathy exists in the public mind 
against the readmission of a homicide lunatic into society. The 
same apprehensions are not entertained towards the individual 
who in the full possession of intellect commits in a moment of 
passion or excitement an unpremeditated murder. 

From our experience, we are inclined to question, as a general 
rule, the justice of this antipathy ; at the same time we are free to 
confess, and regret for the sake of the genuine lunatic, that mixed 
up with it, and forming no small ingredient thereof, is the belief 
that the assumption of mental disease based on the metaphysical 
theories and abstract reasonings of professional men, is put for- 
ward in opposition to the more rational and intelligible definition 
of what, in the absence of unequivocal symptoms of its existence, 
constitutes the essence of legal insanity, or, the probable connexion 
of a delusion with the offence itself. 

As to a homicidal propensity among the insane, or a predisposi- 
tion to kill for the mere object of killing, we apprehend it to be 
of the rarest occurrence. The act when preconceived appears 
to us to be almost uniformly directed against an individual alone, 
and to result from some lurking idea or fancy of an actual or 
intended wrong. As case in point, from out of many, we may 
adduce that of a patient in the Asylum who now has long laboured 
under the delusion that one of the attendants is determined to 
poison him. This man, if the opportunity offered, would most 
probably, in self-defence, make away with his supposed enemy. 

He already attempted to do so. Yet he is allowed to live freely 
among his companions, so inoffensive is he in his feelings and 
dealings towards them. No doubt the epileptic maniac would 
blindly attempt at the period of a violent paroxysm to destroy 
any one who came in his way without forethought or object, but 
his is an exceptional position, so rare that we have had but three 
or four instances of the kind at Dundrum. 

The suicidal predisposition is much more common with lunatics Suicidal predis- 
than the homicidal; but still the insane who purpose self-destruc- m ° C8 
tion will effect it only in their own way. If, for example, by 
drowning, they may have the most prompt and deadly weapons 
at hand, and so far from using them, be horrified at the idea ; the 
delusion and mode of suicide being, as it were, cause and effect. 

In 1852, a gentleman of great literary acquirements, resident in- 
one of our private licensed houses, endeavoured for a considerable 
time to starve himself to death ; prevented by constant watching 
from doing so, in order to attain his ends he feigned sanity — 
recovered apparently his appetite, and from being the most lugu- 
brious on every subject assumed his former gaiety. In the belief 
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of a cure, lie was unadvisedly brought borne by bis family. The 
day or two after bis return be disappeared, and in the follow- 
ing week was found starved to death in the attic of a back lane 
near Liverpool. When in the asylum be had ample opportunity 
of effecting self-destruction in various other inodes. An officer 
became insane some eight years ago, and was confined in a pri- 
vate establishment near Dublin ; he had a certain amount of liberty 
granted him, and might at any moment have destroyed himself, 
but his disposition to do so was by drowning. This gentleman, 
who probably could be placed in charge of an armoury with per- 
fect safety, for the purpose of effecting his object in a particular 
locality crossed a country intersected with high walls and fences. 
Our intention in adducing these cases is to show that when the 
deprivation of life is in question by a lunatic, be it his own or 
that of a fellow-being, the act is for the most part limited in his 
own mind by certain conditions and dependent on certain delu- 
sions, and thus to combat on behalf of the truly insane any sup- 
positions or apprehensions in the public mind antagonistic to then- 
liberation, when there exists just reason to believe in the perma- 
nency of their cure. 

The deed of an individual manifestly labouring under aberration 
of mind may frequently and fairly be regarded, no matter how 
unfortunate in result, as simply symptomatic of the disorder, 
acting he it from the irritation to which he is too often subjected, 
or from sudden impulse, or a fixed delusion, he commits the offence 
without weighing its consequences to himself or others. Now, if 
exciting causes be removed, and that the mind he restored to its 
primitive h ealthy condition, with its reasoning powers unimpaired ; 
in other words, if the patient sees, feels, and recognizes during 
a certain and continuous period the true character of his offence, 
for which, being a lunatic, he was held irresponsible, he surely 
ought not to he dealt with more unfavourably than the sane man, 
whose punishment for a similar act from extenuating circumstances 
would be little more than nominal. 

Insanity, as a bodily disease, is curable ; consequently when there 
is recovery from it, and a justification to expect its continuance, it 
would be unfair to deny tlie benefit of mental health to the 
recovered lunatic, infanticide, or other; for no position can be more 
painful than that of a sane person of feeling and understanding 
confined with the insane as criminal, to labour under the impression 
that during life he himself is to he regarded and treated as such. 

We Have thus dwelt on the subject of discharges generally from 
the Dundrum Asylum, and the principle by which our recommen- 
dations to your Excellency and other Lords Lieutenant have been 
grounded, conscious as we are that by many a strong sentiment is 
expressed that no lunatic who had killed a fellow-creature ought 
to be emancipated, and that while we ourselves would be exposed 
to censure did any untoward event result from the freedom of 
an insane homicide, it would have a worse effect by tending to 
close the doors of the Asylum to future orders of liberation. 

Believing, then, that by continued observation a legitimate con- 
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elusion may be arrived at) so far as human foresight admits, in Central 
regard to the restoration of the mental powers in oases of pure a ™™ 1 
insanity, and provided the moral perceptions of the patient, as in- Dondrum. 
cheated by his conduct and language, afford no cause of doubt, we ~ — 

have not hesitated, on the joint certificate of the two physicians 
attached to the Asylum, if their opinion coincided with ours, 
to recommend, from time to time, the discharge of recovered 
lunatics, irrespective of the character of their offence. When a Principle on 
person of sound mind and memory perpetrates a crime, no matter '" hio ’' Im p m - 
how grave, in his defence he is afforded the benefit of antecedent tors a7e acW 
or extenuating circumstances. The same advantages certainly to 
a similar extent are practically withheld from the lunatic. The 
facts in limine of mental aberration being recognised at trial, the 
offence is at once condoned; but in the end, though punishment is 
not awarded, he may be a greater sufferer from a confinement 
dependent on pleasure, and not fixed in proportion to the circum- 
stances of the case. \ 

As directly hearing on this point we may instance the ease of 
a respectable party of eccentric habits, now for many years in the 
Asylum. Considering himself to have been defrauded, he fired 
a pistol, charged, however, with powder alone, at his solicitor, 
within the precincts of one of the courts of law. For this he was 
tried. The counsel employed by him obtained, much to his dis- 
satisfaction and surprise, an acquittal on the plea of insanity ; 
and the result has been his confinement in Dundrum for the last 
ten years. Quite reconciled to his abode, and taking the benefit 
of the verdict, he is unwilling to quit it, much to the satisfaction 
of the prosecutor, who memorialed at one time strongly against 
his discharge. Had this gentleman been tried and found guilty 
in the ordinary mode, probably, after an imprisonment of some 
months, he would have been unconditionally liberated. 

We have now had long and continued opportunities of insight Quiet conduct 
into the habits and character of insane homicides at Dundrum, £ 
seventy-six being placed under our supervision in the establish- capital offences, 
ment there since its opening, forty-five of whom are still resident 
in it. If asked onr opinion whether as a class they evince any 
particular disposition to malevolence or insubordination, we should 
say that they are equally well-disposed and obedient as ordinary 
lunatics ; and had we to select individuals whose kindliness is par- 
ticularly noticeable they would probably be taken from among 
those whose offences were the most appalling; for, after all, human 
nature is not so had as some would represent it. 

Truth, it is said, is often more strange than fiction; and unless for 
the actual occurrence it would scarcely he credited that a crew of 
seven intelligent men, after a long voyage, and within sight of land 
and home, would allow themselves, at noon-day, to be bound with 
ropes, hands and feet together, on the deck of their vessel by the 
captain, who they knew for weeks before had by his bedside a drawn 
sword and loaded pistols, under the delusion that they intended to 
mutiny and murder him; but when he commenced the work of 
death by beating out their brains one after another with an iron bar 
they discovered too late their own insanity. The perpetrator of this 
frightful deed, as well as others whose acts were certainly less 

£ 
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Central deadly in extent, is ever ready to lend assistance to the sick and 
^S"dm L weakly ; very reticent on the cause of his confinement, he has 
D undrum. referred to it hut once for some years, and then as an act in self- 
— defence— a delusion which, judging from his uniform tranquillity,

eases. Of the existing homicides in the Asylum, thirty-one males and 

fourteen females, eight of them infanticides, there are six sane and 
eight convalescent. In regard to the sane we have been particularly 
cautious. A warrant had been already obtained for the liberation of 
one of them who killed his wife ; but the intimation conveyed to him 
in October last of his approaching freedom (a month’s notice being 
generally given) produced, in the opinion of the Resident and Visit- 
ing Physicians, an undue excitement, so we have not as yet acted 
on it. A second homicide, who also destroyed his wife, has been 
quite sane for over two years. Memorials signed by respectable 
- and influential parties have been forwarded for his discharge, from 
the neighbourhood in which he formerly resided. In deference to 
the views of the Judge who tried the case, and it appearing that 
the patient a long time since had suffered a previous relapse after 
an interval of more than a year, we think, in order to guard against 
accident, a longer probation than usual is advisable. The third is a 
man, who duringthe famine year, while inastate of starvation, killed 
a hoy near Galway to possess himself of a few pounds of oatmeal. 
He does not speak a sentence of English. For years he has shown 
no sign whatever of being mentally affected, and is most desirous 
to be set free ; as is the fourth, a homicide, who too is perfectly 
recovered; both, however, being rather advanced in life, and with- 
out friends disposed to receive them, would, if discharged, be obliged 
to seek refuge in a poorhouse ; so it appears to us that it would 
be injudicious to interfere in their regard. The remaining two 
infanticides, unmarried, and of rather weak minds, are under all 
circumstances very suitable subjects for continued detention. 

The disposal of the convalescent will at a future time be brought 
under the consideration of your Excellency. 

Admissions The admissions intothe Asylum during the past year were nine — 

during the year. £ ve ma i eg an q f our females. The discharges were seven — two ab- 
solutely being recovered, and five as still uncured were removed to 
District Asylums, their penal servitude having terminated. Two 
escaped, making up the three already alluded to during a period of 
Escapes. fourteen years. Of the escapes, one was effected by a convict pre- 
viously charged with larceny. Before leaving he contrived to 
dress himself in two suits of clothes, in which he was arrested after 
having stolen some leather out of a shop. Being reputed sane, he 
was tried for the latter offence, and sentenced to further imprison- 
ment. The second escape was also effected by a convict, who 
during his short stay in the Asylum evinced no true symptom of 
derangement. He slept in the upper story of the building, from 
which, with his blankets and sheets formed into a line, he let 
himself down at night, a distance of over forty feet. 

In previous reports we referred to the difficulty of managing 
convicts from Government Prisons. The difficulty still exists. 
They are for the most part deranged to a certain extent (some few, 
however, have evidently been malingerers, and acknowledged it 
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themselves), but astute, wayward, and uncertain ; occasionally Central 
growing so ill at ease with themselves, as to desire to be sent back a”™m 1 ' 
to their former servitude, where they are likely again to become Dundrum. 
fully as troublesome as they had been before. — • 

How far a disregard of control and an utter indifference between 
right and wrong, both in theory and practice, with at the same 
time a full cognizance of the result, should be regarded a palliation 
for ciime, it is not our province to discuss. 

With reference to the transference of lunatics from the Dundrum Tnmsfersnra of 
to District Asylums, we are not aware of any instance in which to Dis- 
the inmates of the latter expressed dissatisfaction — in fact, they do Asylun l“‘' 
not seem to give the subject a moment’s thought; no small por- 
tion of them having been committed to gaols as dangerous. So 
on this point there would appear a misapprehension with many 
as to the unfairness of mixing up the so-called criminal with com- 
mon patients. At the same time, we are very far from under- 
valuing the advantages of having the insane charged with the 
commission of heinous offences in a separate establishment to them- 
selves. 

The total expenditure in maintaining the Dundrum Asylum since Expenditure, 
its occupation amounted on the Slst December, 1863, to ,£42,240, 
the details whereof were examined monthly in our office, and 
thence forwarded to the Audit Commissioners, who have passed 
the accounts up to the close of the last fiscal year without, it may 
be truly said, the disallowance of an item ; the Treasury advances 
being also obtained on our application. 

Taking the average annual cost for the support of each patient, 
staff, servants, expense of ground and farm, conveyance of lunatics 
— in fact, every incidental outlay — -it may be set down, one year 
with another, at £26 10s. 

We have already referred to the peculiarly healthful state of Health of in- . 
the inmates of this institution since its opening; the total number 
diu-ing the past year, including attendants, &c., amounted to 164, 
amongst whom only one death occurred. Tet the house contains 
many well advanced in years ; there are four over 82, nine be- 
tween 70 and 80, and thirteen between 60 and 70. Another gra- 
tifying feature observable there is in the large proportion of the 
usefully employed of both sexes, averaging daily 96, against 31 
unoccupied. To this continued employment in and out of doors, 
as well as to a liberal dietary of animal food, with an abundant 
and varied supply of vegetables, the sanitary condition of the 
house may be attributed. 

The grounds are well tilled and the farm remunerative, afford- 
ing milk, potatoes, &c., and leaving a balance in money from its 
general produce. 

Part of the land, about nine acres, is without the boundary 
walls; but the patients are as freely employed on it as immediately 
round the buildings. As the establishment is being enlarged, we 
should desire about the same quantity in addition, and which 
might be had on reasonable terms. 

So far, then, as confinement or personal restriction is in ques- 
tion, there is, on the whole, as little observable at Dundrum, per- 
haps less, than elsewhere ; and we are happy to bear testimony to 
the kindness with which the inmates of the Central Asylum are 

E 2. 
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treated by the Resident Physician, who administers in everv 
reasonable way to their amusement and recreation, as well as bv 
the Matron, who, immediately under his direction, has charge of 
the whole female department. The Visiting Physician is parti 
cularly regular in his attendance, giving with his colleague the 
benefit of his advice for our guidance. The two Chaplains amply 
fulfil their duties, and, as we have full opportunities of knowing 
to the great content and consolation of their respective hearers. 

In our Report for 1862, we stated that considerable additions 
were about being made to the Asylum. They are now far advanced • 
and will we hope be completed before the close of the coming 
autumn, as their progress is necessarily attended with much 
inconvenience and interferes with domestic arrangements. These 
additions cannot fail of proving highly useful, as, independent of 
an enlarged accommodation for thirty patients, two new day- 
rooms and a small reading-room are included, as well as a refec- 
tory, in common to both sexes, some out-offices, and a Turkish 
bath the first of the kind, as already observed, having been 
erected at the Cork District Asylum, a few years before its advan- 
tages were tested in any other institution in the empire. 



LUCAN SPA HOUSE. 

The number of patients in this institution on the 31st of De- 
cember last was seventy-three, or four less than the number at the 
close of the preceding year. Their sanitary condition continues 
to be very satisfactory, owing to the extreme salubrity of the 
situation and the care taken of them. The rate of mortality in 
this establishment has only averaged five per cent, per annum 
since its opening, although the inmates are in general very old, 
many of them being over seventy, and the existence of their 
malady not being in any case less than twenty-five years.

PRIVATE LICENSED HOUSES. 

The Asylums licensed, under the 5th & 6th Viet., cap. 123, for 
j ® reception of private patients in Ireland are seventeen ; in 
addition to them, there are, however, three institutions established 
on charitable foundations, in which payments are received for the 
maintenance of a portion of the insane inmates, the others being 
sujgiorted without any charge. The latter comprise St. Patrick’s, 
or Swifts Hospital; the Retreat, near Donnybrook, belonging to 
the Society of Friends; and the Richmond Retreat, under the 
religious sisterhood of St. Vincent de Paul. By the statute the 
last three are exempted from taking out licences. The Lucan 
Asylum, containing seventy-three lunatics, originally located in 
Houses of Industry, and chargeable to Government, may be re- 
garded m the light of a private licensed establishment, as there 
are also m it twenty-nine patients of an humble grade of life sup- 
ported by their friends. The total number of males in all these 
Asylums amounts to 2S5, and of females to 271. Generally speak- 
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mg, the management of the various institutions just mentioned is Pkivxte 
satisfactory. _ No doubt there are marked defects observable in L ' CE * SED 
some, which it is our constant object to have remedied; in regard ° 1 ' S1S ' 
to the great majority, however, we can report favourably of the 
system of treatment adopted by the proprietors, for the most part 
medical men, both therapeutically and in a social point of view. 

A great advancement has been certainly made in this section of 
the lunacy department of this country within the last ten or twelve 
years, and. we are anxious that it should be followed up as closely 
as possible in those houses which are now behindhand, particu- 
larly in regard to neatness, becoming furniture, and domestic ap- 
pointments. The excuses given to us for these deficiencies are occa- 
sionally too true — viz., very low stipends, irregularity of payment, 
occasionally none at all. The most prevalent want, however, and 
one we apprehend existing in every private Asylum, almost as a 
matter of necessity, is that of active employment within and out 
of doors, and extent of grounds for exercise, in which respects they 
are, generally speaking, inferior to public institutions. 

Licences being granted in Ireland at Quarter Sessions, by the issue of licence*. 
Assistant-Barrister and local Magistrates, we send in reports to 
the Bench, in which are given copies of our various entries of in- 
spection, as made in each Asylum, between the date of one annual 
licence and the application for another; thus, although we do not 
possess the same immediate powers as are vested in the English 
Commissioners in Lunacy, we exercise an indirect, but efficient 
control over private licensed houses, as the Justices are guided by 
our opinion, and have occasionally either withheld, altogether, or 
given conditional licences for six months only, their renewal being 
left at our discretion. 

During the past year we had reason to think that the inmates Treatment of 
of Private Asylums, all which we frequently visit, and at irregular 
intervals, were personally treated with due care. In corroboration, 
we are gratified at not having to record a single accident, the 
commission of an act of harshness, or any culpable neglect, either 
on the part of proprietors or attendants, which called for investi- 
gation on our part. 

In previous reports we had occasion to notice, from time to time, Negligence on 
the gross indifference with which patients in private establish- ! h . e °f 
ments are sometimes regardedby theirfamilies, contrasting strongly tlen ' 
with the kin dly feelings displayed towards the inmates of District 
Asylums by their more humble relatives. During the past twelve- 
month various instances came under our observation, one of which 
presented such signs of aggravated neglect, that we felt it our duty 
to bring it under the notice of the Lord Chancellor. J. E., a per- 
son possessed of good means, had been for some time a pay patient 
m the Limerick Asylum. In the month of August last the 
Governors, with a view of providing accommodation for the in- 
sane poor of the district, determined, at our recommendation, to 
have certain of the pay patients discharged. Among the removed 
was the above party, whose wife, instead of getting him trans- 
ferred to a private licensed house, had him committed to the county 
gaol, on her own depositions and those of a brother-in-law, as a 
dangerous lunatic, by which means it was hoped that the burden 
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Pm™* of Ms care and maintenance would have been imposed on the rate- 
S" payers. After the usual certificates and application for his removal 
— to the Asylum had been transmitted to our office, we instituted 
inquiry into the particulars of the case, and on ascertaining the 
extent of the man’s property, something between 1?300 and £i00 
a year, we submitted the subject for the consideration of the Lord 
Chancellor, who at once placed it in the hands of the proper officers 
of Ms Lordship’s Court. To anticipate the action of the Lord 
Chancellor, the wife petitioned for the lunatic’s discharge from 
gaol, wMch was granted without the cogmzance of the Inspectors 
who were anxious the commission should issue wliilst the man re- 
mained in prison. On Ms discharge, and while being conveyed to 
a private licensed house, he escaped, and after some adventures 
was secured, and again committed to gaol, from which he was very 
soon afterwards transferred to an establishment, whose patients are 
taken at the lowest figure of any in tMs country, although his 
means are sufficient to maintain him in a more comfortable posi- 
tion. Thus, our object has been frustrated, and there exists no 
legal authority for further interference, at least, for the present- 
'all we could do, as in some other instances, but certainly less un- 
natural, was to protect the public rates from being converted to 
private and undue purposes. 

Infraotiouot But one infraction of the law came under our attention, and 
that was in the case of the proprietor of two Lunatic Asylums, 
who omitted to take out Ms licence for one of them until the third 
month after it had been granted by the Magistrates at Quarter 
Sessions. . The Inspectors having been obliged in preceding years 
to admonish the proprietor in question, as well as some others, in 
regard to such laxities, and finding their representations so far of 
no great avail, have come to an understanding with the Clerk of 
the Crown, in pursuance of wMch no licence for the future will he 
authorized or granted by the Justices, unless the full amount of 
fees shall have been deposited previous to application, so that any 
party without a licence will be liable to a Crown prosecution. 

The amount paid in tMough us to the credit of the Treasury last 
year was JP203. 

changes which have occurred in 1863 were owing to 
the death of the proprietor of a Private Asylum, Eagle Lodge, near 
Jbmglas, and the consequent dispersion of the patients in it, some 
to public and others to licensed establishments. 

Holrrnr 'jfT 0 * ? onclude our observations on this branch of our 

— ' public i duty without again adverting to St. Patrick’s, or Swift’s 
Hospital, now containing 141 inmates — the oldest, and not the 
least useful of our Irish establishments for the insane. That an insti- 
tution erected 120 years ago, and without any extensive structural 
alterations or improvements, should not be in character with 
those of modem days cannot be a matter of surprise. The position 
ot the buildings, now comprised within the city limits, precludes 
the possibility of securing the desiderata of open air, space for 
exercise and employment, and the freedom incidental to rural life 
—all so requisite, in the treatment of lunatics ; whilst, as regards 
its mterior condition, one-third of the apartments are low, dark, 
and gloomy, and consequently particularly unsuited as a habitation

Under these circumstances, while fully sensible of the great Suggestions 
benefits which Swift’s Hospital has for a long series of years con- regarding it- 
ferred on society, under the management of a Board constituted 
of most influential gentlemen, both lay and clerical, we still trust 
that the period is not far distant when the benevolent object of 
its founder will be carried out on a more extensive scale, and in 
an institution more suitably situated than within the precincts of 
the metropolis. 

Having, in the foregoing Annual Report, endeavoured to furnish Conclusion, 
your Excellency with such general information as appeared to us 
of interest on the state of insanity in Ireland, and on matters re- 
lating to institutions, both public and private, which contain lunatic 
inmates, as well as to. their management and the system of treat- 
ment carried out respectively in them,

Asylum. 

L For the better management and control of the Central Asylum at 
Dundrum, for the reception of insane persons charged with offences 
in Ireland, the Inspectors of Lunatic Asylums shall visit that estab- 
lishment together, or separately, once in each month, or oftener if 
they shall think proper. 

2. On each monthly visitation the Inspectors or Inspector shall 
specially examine into the health, appearance, and conduct of the 
patients then confined in the asylum, and note in a book, to be called 
“ The Inspectors’ Report Book,” such observations as may he deemed 
useful for the information of Government ; and they shall on such 
visits make all the inquiries directed by the statute 8 and 9 Victoria 
cap. 107. 

8. The Inspectors shall investigate all complaints, and be empowered 
to suspend all officers or servants, on the charges being proved, and 
shall forthwith report thereupon for the information of the Lord 
Lieutenant. 

4. The Inspectors are to report half-yearly, to the Chief or Under 
Secretary, the general state of the institution, the number of inmates, 

&c., &c v with particular reference to such cases as they may deem it 
advisable to notice ; and on the recovery of every lunatic, they are to 
submit to the Chief *or Under Secretary the name of the individual so 
recovered ; the offence with which charged, if untried, or of which 
acquitted on the plea of insanity, together with the general character 
and conduct of such individual, for the information of the Lord Lieu- 
tenant. 

5. The Inspectors shall jointly or separately examine on each 
monthly visitation the accounts of the asylum, checking and compar- 
ing the various vouchers and receipts given and received by the Go- 
vernor during the preceding month, which documents are to he duly 
signed by both or either of them. 

6. All requisitions for the advance of money from the Treasury for 
the support of the asylum, by way of estimate, as well as for the pay- 
ment of the sums already expended, shall be investigated by the In- 
spectors, and by them transmitted to the Chief or Under Secretary. 

7. The Inspectors shall advertise for, receive, and select all tenders 
for contracts for the Central Asylum at Dundrum, at their office in the 
Castle. 

VISITING PHYSICIAN. Visiting 

8. The Visiting Physician to the Dundrum Central Asylum is to 
attend three times a week, or oftener, if required, entering on each 
occasion the date and period of his visit. Whilst going through the 
house he is to be accompanied by the Resident Physician, with whom 
he shall consult as to the medical and moral treatment of the patients, 
and order such regimen, &c., &c., as he shall think fit. 

9. In conjunction with the Resident Physician, he shall keep, at the 
asylum, a registry or history of the symptoms and treatment of the 
patients ; and, on the reception of any lunatic, sign the official return 
which is to be forwarded to the office of the Inspectors.

10. He is, when requiring absence for more than a week, to notify 
his intention to the Inspectors, that suitable provision may be made in 
ease of need. 

11. In all eases of the death of a patient, he is to examine, as far 
as possible, into the physical causes connected with the insanity of 
the deceased, and make an entry, in the registry of the asylum, of the 
post mortem appearances, with any observations he may deem’ useful 
thereon for the advance of science, and the utility of such lectures as 
he may be called on to deliver, pursuant to the statute. 

Governor GOVERNOR AND RESIDENT PHYSICIAN. 

Resident 1 2. The Governor and Resident Physician shall, under the control 

Physician. 0 f the Inspectors, regulate the entire establishment, and shall devote 
his best exertions to its successful management; at no period absent- 
ing himself for more than two consecutive days without previous noti- 
fication to the Inspectors, so as to enable them to make arrangements 
during his absence. 

13. He shall be most particular in the regularity with which the 
various books of the asylum are kept, and be responsible for all monevs 
placed to his credit, as well as for the accuracy of his disbursements 
and receipts. 

14. He shall have his books always ready for inspection, and the 
monthly accounts duly prepared for examination at the audit office. 
He shall submit all vouchers, as well as a list of any furniture or other 
articles that may be required, to the Inspectors, and through them 
convey every communication connected with the establishment to the 
Chief or Under Secretary. 

15. He is to see that the strictest order he observed in every depart- 
ment; that all the attendants and servants conduct themselves with 
propriety, and that the utmost cleanliness and decorum be regarded by 
them in their dress and habits of life. 

16. He is to attend the Visiting Physician through the wards, and 

conduct in unison with him the mental and physical treatment of 
the patients, and assist with him in keeping the medical iournal, or 
“Case Book.” 6 J 

17. In the absence of the Visiting Physician, he shall act as the 
general director of the whole medical department of the institution, 
and be responsible for its due administration. 

18. He shall inspect the corridors and apartments every forenoon 
and evening, and give such directions, as he may think fit, to the attend- 
ants, with reference to the treatment of the lunatics, and direct the 
attention of the Matron, to any irregularity or misconduct that may 
occur within her department. 

19. He shall exercise a general supervision over the various articles 
contracted for as to quality and quantity, and if deficient on either 
point, forbid their delivery, and procure a supply elsewhere at the 
contractor’s expense. 

20. He is at all times, and in all places, to encourage habits of 
industry amongst the lunatics, and have them engaged as much as 
possible in out-door work, hut under the most cautious observation. 

Matron. THE MATRON. 

21. The Matron shall exercise immediate superintendence, but in 
position subordinate to the Governor, over the female department of 
the Dundrum Asylum. 
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22. She is to take particular care that cleanliness and good ventila- 
tion are attended to. 

23. She is to look after the inner- clothing, bedding, linen, &c., of 
the patients and attendants, that they be kept in good repair, and 
shall take care that without the slightest waste there is a regular sup- 
ply of sheeting, stockings, shirts, &c., &a . ; and she is to be particular' 
as to the order in which the kitchen, laundry, pantry, and dairy are 
kept. 

24. She shall accompany the Physician when visiting the female 
side of the asylum, both morning and evening, and report to him any 
irregularity or cause of complaint she may notice. 

25. She is to reside constantly in the asylum, and to employ the 
female patients as advantageously as possible to themselves and to the 
establishment. 



CLERK AND STOREKEEPER. Clerk and 

Store- 

26. The Clerk and Storekeeper is to attend regularly at a quarter to kee P er - 
eight o’clock in the morning, and remain in the asylum till four, p.m. 

(time of meals excepted.) 

27. He shall have charge of the stores of the establishment, be 
accountable for the quantity and quality received by him, and keep an 
accurate return of the amount issued. 

28. He is to sign the pass-book kept by the various contractors for 
milk, bread, meat, &e., &c., on the delivery of the articles, and to sign 
the receipts for every other article employed for consumption by the 
patients and servants, or for the general use of the house. 

29. He is to make an entry of the different materials issued by him 
for the purpose of manufacture, and keep an exact inventory of the 
furniture. 

30. In the daily delivery of food to the Cook or his assistants, he 
shall be particular that the quantity be proportionate to the demand in 
the different divisions, as specified in the Dietary Book. 

31. As Clerk he shall attend daily in the Governor’s office, to assist 
in drawing out official documents, writing letters, &c., &c., and to 
keep all accounts, fiscal or other, connected with the Dundrum 
Asylum. 



THE CHAPLATNS. Chaplains. . 

32. The Chaplains are to attend at the Dundrum Asylum on Sundays 
and Holidays, to officiate according to their respective creeds ; they 
are, moreover, to visit the institution once in the week, at least, ‘to 
administer religious instructions to those susceptible of its influence. 

They shall, in case of illness, attend at any time when noticed to 
do so. 

THE APOTHECARY. Apothecary. 

33. The Apothecary is to visit the asylum regularly three times 
in the week, and as often as his services may be required by the Go- 
vernor. 

34. He is to make up all prescriptions with the greatest accuracy, 
and copy them into a book, to be called the “ Prescription Book,’ to 
be kept in the Asylum ; he is to be answerable for the due administra- 
tion of the medicines ordered. 

K 
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Cook. THE OOOK. 

35. The Cook shall take care that in the morning at half-after seven 
o’clock, the kitchen be in regular order, the fires lighted, and everv 
thing prepared for her business ; she shall receive from the Storekeeper 
the different articles to be prepared as food for the patients and attend- 
ants, and be particular as to the quantity required ; she shall he respon- 
sible that the meals are properly and fully dressed at the particular 
period specified for delivery. 

36. She shall keep all the utensils employed by her with the greatest 
cleanliness, and never omit before retiring to rest to have the boilers 
well scoured, and the kitchen and scullery thoroughly ventilated and 
purified. 



Laundress. THE LAUNDEESS. 

37. The Laundress shall take charge of the patients employed by 
her, and when their business is over shall see that they return to die 
safe keeping of the attendants in then- respective divisions. 

38. She shall keep a book, to be called the “Laundry Book” in 

which are to be entered under separate heads the various articles soap, 

blue, starch, &c., &c., received by her from the Storekeeper ; and also 
a book containing an exact list of the foul clothes to be washed and 
returned by her weekly to the Matron. 



Servants SERVANTS AND ATTENDANTS, 

and 

Attendants. 39 . Both male and female are responsible to the Governor for their 
good conduct, for habits of cleanliness, order and subordination, as 
well as for the most unvarying humanity towards the lunatics placed 
under their charge. 

40. They shall never absent themselves from their divisions so as to : 
leave the patients unguarded, or attempt coercion, restraint, or con- 
finement without the Physician’s sanction. 

41, In the morning they are to see that the patients are properly 
cleaned and washed — at night that due regard he paid to their com- 
fort, and that they retire decently to rest 

4S. They are to be present when the patients are at meals and 
repeat grace before each repast ; they shall pay particular attention to 
the clothing and becoming appearance of the patients, and contribute 
all in their power, both in and out of doors, to their amusement and 
occupation. 

43. They shall he answerable for the safe keeping of the lunatics 
under their respective care, and in the event of escape, shall be either 
at the expense of the re-capture, or be discharged, should negligence, 
appear to have been the cause. 

44. They are to report daily to the Governor the conditions of then’ 
wards and corridors, and keep a diary in reference to the patients, to- 
wards whom they are expected to conduct themselves in the most 
humane and considerate manner, so as to engage their confidence and 
affection. 

45. No servant or attendant will be permitted egress from the insti- 
tution, and no admission to their friends without the Governor’s 
sanction ; and on no account will children be allowed to reside in the 
asylum.

46. The Porter is to have charge of the hall and adjoining public 
apartments ; he is to see that they are kept with neatness and order. 

47. He is to record in the “ Porter’s Book” the names of strangers, 
the visiting friends to the patients, as well as the attendance of the 
different officers of the asylum. 

48. "When called on he shall assist in taking charge of the male 
lunatics, and render himself generally useful. 

49. In the morning, during the summer months, he is at half-past 
five o’clock to ring the bell to call up the servants and attendants ; dur- 
ing the winter at a quarter to seven. 

60. At night he is to see that all the doors are locked, and the dif- 
ferent yards duly protected, in summer at nine o’clock, p.m. ; and in 
winter, at eight, p.m. He shall deposit all the keys entrusted to him 
with the Governor. 



GARDENER AND LAND STEWARD. Gardener 

51. The Gardener and Land Steward is to report himself present Steward? 1 
to the Porter during the summer months at seven o’clock in the morn- 
ing, and to remain till six, p.m. In the winter months, that is, from 

the 1st October to the 1st March, at eight o’clock, a.m., and to remain 
till four, p.m. 

52. He shall take charge of all the implements used on the farm, 
and be accountable for them. He is to superintend the lunatics when 
employed on the grounds, and to assist the attendants generally in the 
care and observation of them. 

53. He shall make no purchase whatever of seeds, shrubs, &c., &c., 
without a written direction from the Governor; neither shall he 
employ labourers without an order to do so. 

54. He is to have a farm and garden book of the expenditure and 
produce in his department, and accurately enter in it the amount of 
vegetables delivered by him from time to time for the use of the 
asylum. 

55. He shall be responsible for the neatness, order, and cultivation 
of the grounds, and the good condition of the farm. 



GENERAL REGULATIONS AS TO THE PATIENTS. 

56. Patients on admission shall be washed, cleansed, &c., &c., and 
when examined as to bodily health by the Physician, are to be placed 
m the division most suitable to the general symptoms of their mental 
affection ; and if not already decently attired, are to be clad in the 
costume of the institution. 

57. The hours for rising and retiring to bed shall be, in summer 
and winter respectively : in the former, half-past six, a.m, and half-past 
eight, p.m. ; in the latter, half-past seven, a.m., and eight, p.m. The 
general hours for meals shall be : breakfast, half-past eight, a.m. ; din- 
ner, half-past one, p.m. ; supper, half-past six, p.m. 

58. The friends of the patients may be admitted on Tuesdays, from 
ten o’clock, a.m., to twelve o’clock ; on Thursdays, from three to five, p.m., 
under the control of the Governor ; but no stranger shall be allowed 
to visit without an order from the Chief or Under Secretary, or horn 

the Inspectors. 



General 
Regulations 
as to the 
Patients. 
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59. Patients night and morning to join, so far as practicable; in 
common prayer ; ancl on Sundays and Holidays of obligation to attend 
the religious worship of their respective creeds. 

60. On no account whatever* without an express order in writing 
from the Chief or Under Secretary, will criminal lunatics be permitted 
to leave the precincts of the asylum. 

6 1 . As lunatics, charged with minor offences, may be transferred 
from District Asylums to the Central, they shall, at the discretion 
of His Excellency, and on the report of the Inspectors, be subject 
to he sent back to the institutions from whence they came. 

62. Any servant or attendant who is guilty of harshness towards a 
lunatic in the Dundrum Asylum, either in language, by upbraiding 
the unfortunate individual with the offen ce committed, of by an act of 
violence, shall he liable to immediate dismissal, and the loss of all 
wages due at the time.
